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State 
begins 
tracking 
new HIV 
infections

S tarting this week, California 
began reporting new cases of 
HIV infection in hopes of better 
tracking the spread of the virus and to 
increase services to those demograph¬ 
ic groups that are at greatest risk. 

Under the new reporting system, 
which was authorized by the Legisla¬ 
ture in 2000 and went into effect 
Monday, July 1, doctors and labs will 
be required to report to the state those 
patients who test positive for HIV. In¬ 
stead of using a names-based system, 
California will use a code based on a 
patient’s Social Security number, their 
gender, and date of birth. 

That information will be com¬ 
bined with sexual history and ethnic¬ 
ity and added to the statistics com¬ 
piled by state health officials. Those 
tested anonymously at clinics will not 
be reported until they enter the health

Feds prepare to throw 
the book at Ezerski pal

T he San Francisco gay 
man who made na¬ 
tional headlines last 
year when he helped alleged 
murderer Adam Ezerski 
avoid arrest is now facing 
up to 10 years in prison for 
harboring a fugitive. 

“I’ve been devastated,” 

Troy Young told the Bay 
Area Reporter in a telephone 
interview from Santa Rita 
Jail in Dublin. “Really, really 
devastated. My other half 
left me. And my friends 
don’t know what to think. 

No one is talking to me 
right now.” 

Young, 37, was arrested with Ezerski, 19, 
in Reno last August. Days earlier, Young be¬ 
friended Ezerski in San Francisco and the 
pair became fast friends. When Young later 
learned that Ezerski was wanted for al¬ 
legedly killing two gay men in Florida and 
attempting to kill a gay man in San Francis¬ 
co, he said he was convinced that Ezerski 
was innocent and wanted to help him avoid 
getting into more trouble. The two drove 
east and eventually wound up in Reno 


where the FBI, acting on a 
tip, took the pair into cus¬ 
tody. 

Young was already on 
parole for a drug convic¬ 
tion in San Francisco. He 
was sent back to state 
prison for violating the 
terms of his parole. He was 
released April 9 but FBI 
agents arrested him at his 
boyfriend’s apartment on 
Polk Street just 13 days 
later. He was charged with 
harboring a fugitive and 
lying to an FBI agent. The 
latter charge stems from 
Young telling an FBI agent 
over his cell phone that Ez¬ 
erski wasn’t with him. 
When he was talking with 
the agent, he was with Ezerski on the way to 
Reno. 

Young said that federal prosecutors used 
interviews he did with the B.A.R ., KGO-TV, 
and FBI agents shortly after his arrest against 
him. Young acknowledged in the interviews 
that he helped Ezerski avoid arrest because he 
was convinced he wasdnnocent and was con¬ 
cerned about Ezerski’s safety in light of the 
nationwide manhunt for his capture. Young 
said he tried in vain to get Ezerski to turn

himself in but Ezerski was too frightened to 
surrender. 

“He didn’t want to turn himself in be¬ 
cause he was scared to because of how Flori¬ 
da law is,” Young said. “I was trying to get him 
to turn himself in but he just wasn’t ready

Up Your Alley Fair may 
have to move next year

ook out all you leather mas¬ 
ters, slaves, daddies, pops, 
bears, mistresses, and other 
assorted leather folk - you’re going 
to have to find another place to 
hang out and hook up at the Up 
Your Alley Fair if a proposed low- 
income housing development gets 
built in the South of Market area. 

Citizens Housing Corporation, a 
nonprofit developer of low income 
housing, wants to build a 98-unit 
apartment building on the parking 
lot where the annual fair puts most 
of its concessions and services. 

The development would en¬ 
compass the parking lot on Dore 
Alley as well as the site of an exist¬ 
ing laundry that fronts on Folsom 
Street. 

This year’s fair, scheduled for 
Sunday, July 28, will not be affect¬ 
ed, but construction would dis¬ 
place the fair in 2003. The build¬ 
ing is scheduled for completion in 
May 2004. 

The fair now uses a “T” of 
streets: the block of Folsom be¬ 
tween 9th and 10th, Dore Alley 
between Folsom and Howard, and 
the parking lot east of Dore. 

Bob Goldfarb, the president of 
the South of Market Merchants’ and 
Individuals’ Lifestyles Events, the 
organization that puts on both the 
Up Your Alley and Folsom Street 
fairs, said that the group is consid¬ 
ering several alternatives to make up

for the lost space. Those include 
closing the block of Howard Street 
between 9th and 10th or extending 
the fair down Folsom Street an ad¬ 
ditional block. He said that nothing 
is certain at this point. 

This wouldn’t be the first time 
the fair has been displaced. When 
the fair started in 1985 it was held 
on Ringold Alley, near the site of 
the then-closed Club Baths. It 
moved to Dore Alley in 1987 when 
the residents complained about the 
noise and commotion of the fair. 

“People who lived on the alley 
didn’t appreciate the daytime car¬ 
nival thing,” said Paul Gabriel of 
San Francisco’s LGBT Historical 
Society. “They lived with the 
nighttime thing. Dore was anoth¬ 
er beloved tricking spot, so they 
moved it there.” 

Many gay-oriented clubs, bars, 
and bathhouses opened in the 
South of Market area during the 


1970s because the neighborhood 
was largely deserted at night. 

At the time and as it is now, 
Dore Alley was almost exclusively 
businesses, “so nobody com¬ 
plained,” said Gabriel. 

The problem today stems from 
an ongoing pattern of change in 
the area where residential develop¬ 
ments have displaced businesses in 
the South of Market area. In the 
late 1990s developers took advan¬ 
tage of a planning code loophole 
to build live-work projects in areas 
that are zoned as commercial and 
industrial neighborhoods. 

San Francisco added about 
86,000 jobs between the recession 
of 1994 and the year 2000, but 
built only about 6,800 new hous¬ 
ing units in the same period. At 
the same time, neighbors’ com¬ 
plaints and planning restrictions 
limited the number of units that 
could be built in existing residen¬ 
tial neighborhoods, so the incen¬ 
tives and pressures to build any¬ 
thing anywhere were enormous. 

The project, if built as presently 
proposed, would contain 98 units 
of affordable housing, a communi¬ 
ty space in the front facing Folsom 
Street, and 16 parking spaces. 

SMMILE, which produces 
both the Folsom Street and Up 
Your Alley fairs, is an all-volunteer 
organization with an annual bud¬ 
get of approximately $400,000. 
Last year the group donated 
$293,000 to 10 AIDS and commu¬ 
nity service organizations. ▼

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tickets: 
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Fee hike proposal could 
hurt Pride, street fairs

|| proposed ordinance from 
H the mayor’s office to change 
the way San Francisco 
charges street fair organizers for 
police protection could seriously 
hurt the main gay-oriented fairs: 
Pride, Castro Street, Folsom 
Street, and Up Your Alley. 

The ordinance would remove 
the cap on police fees for street 
fairs that serve alcoholic beverages 
from the current $2,500. Fairs 
would be required to pay 100 per¬ 
cent of the costs of policing their 
events. In all, 16 fairs around the 
city would be affected, from the 
mammoth Pride celebration, 
which organizers say drew nearly 
a million participants last week¬ 
end, to the tiny Nihonmachi street 
fair in Japan town. 

The mayor’s director of finance, 
Ben Rosenfield, said that the ratio¬ 
nale behind the increase was that 
these events have the greatest ca¬ 
pacity to raise revenues by increas¬ 
ing the fees vendors pay the orga¬ 
nizers. They are also, he said, the 
ones that need the most policing. 

The mayor’s 2002-2003 lean- 
times budget plan depends on in¬ 
creased fees for services to bal¬ 
ance. This ordinance is one of 
many such fee hike proposals. 

San Francisco Pride Executive 
Director Teddy Witherington said 
that he estimates Pride’s police bill 
would go from $2,500 to about 


$60,000 if the measure were enacted. 

The ordinance passed out of 
the Board of Supervisors Budget 
Committee on Tuesday, June 25 by 
a unanimous vote and is headed 
for the full board on Monday, July 
8. Supervisor Mark Leno intro¬ 
duced a request at the July 1 board 
meeting asking the city’s legislative 
analyst to look into the situation. 

“Pride will be in a considerable 
difficulty,” Witherington said. He 
said that $60,000 represents 6 per¬ 
cent of the organization’s $1 mil¬ 
lion budget. He expects the costs 
will have to be made up either 
from increased gate fees “which 
nobody wants, or we could cut a 
stage or two. Either way, some¬ 
one’s going to be unhappy.” 

Another alternative would be 
to increase commercial sponsor¬ 
ship of the Pride festivities. The 
Pride Committee has already been 
criticized in some quarters for per¬ 
mitting over-commercialization of 
San Francisco’s Pride celebration. 

At last weekend’s parade, 
demonstrators calling themselves 
“Gay Shame” protested at the cor¬ 
ner of 8th and Market - objecting 
to the “assimiliationist politics” of 
the Pride celebration. 

While the Pride Committee 
may be able to come up with the 
money to pay the police bill, the 
Castro Street Fair won’t. 

Steve Gaynes, president of the 
Castro Street Fair, said that the fair 
would have to stop selling liquor to 
avoid the fee increase, because the 


police fees would be greater than 
the revenues from beer sales. Fairs 
that do not serve alcohol will be ex¬ 
empt from the increase and their 
fees will remain capped at $2,500. 

Gaynes said that the fee hike 
would have the unintended effect 
of taking the profit from the beer 
booths at the fair, half of which is 
now donated to charity, and giv¬ 
ing it to the bar owners on the 
street - who would still be per¬ 
mitted to sell liquor. 

The Castro Street Fair gave 
away about $60,000 last year to 26 
charities. 

For the South of Market Mer¬ 
chants’ and Individuals’ Lifestyles 
Events, the organization that runs 
both the Folsom Street and Up 
Your Alley fairs, the total estimated 
cost to the city for police protec¬ 
tion in 2001 was approximately 
$36,000. Last year, the two fairs do¬ 
nated $293,000 to 10 charities. Ac¬ 
cording to Bob Goldfarb, SMMILE 
president, the additional money 
will come out of the amount that 
the two South of Market fairs do¬ 
nate to the charities. 

Witherington conceded that 
the situation is unbalanced. “That 
they [the city] could get only 
$2,500 is probably unfair, but to 
go from one end of the pendulum 
to the other is severe,” he said. 

The Pride Committee said that 
the celebration drew a crowd of 
nearly one million people last 
weekend and contributed $150 
million to the city’s economy. ▼

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Pride crowds bolster 
Castro businesses

W hile the crowds at Pride 
may not have been quite 
as international as in past 
years, visitors still flooded into the 
city helping to boost businesses in 
the Castro. 

For merchants who have 
weathered through the tanking of 
the economy and a slump in 
tourism since September 11, busi¬ 
ness over Pride weekend helped to 
make up for a less than stellar year 
so far. 

“Business was up definitely,” 
said Patrick Batt, owner of Auto 
Erotica and Mercury Mail Order. 
“In view of the fact it’s been down, 
any uptick would have been no¬ 
ticeable.” 

Batt, president of Merchants of 
Upper Market and Castro, said 
most business owners he spoke 
with throughout the weekend 
were pleased with the weekend’s 
sales. With the throngs of people 
who turned up for the Dyke 
March and Pink Saturday party, 
many merchants found their es¬ 
tablishments overflowing with 
customers. 

“Certainly on Saturday night, 
if you had a food business or bar 
business, you were making 
money,” said Batt. “That was obvi¬ 
ous. They were out the doors in 
the restaurants and bars.” 

The attendance count for Pink 
Saturday is still not official, but

the Sisters of Perpetual Indulgence 
expect to pull in more than the 
$28,000 they raised last year for 
local nonprofits. 

“I think it was a larger crowd 
and donations are up over last 
year,” said Sister Camille Leon, or¬ 
ganizer of the event. “There were 
some international tourists. But 
honestly, it seemed a little bit 
younger of a crowd to me this 
year.” 

Unlike years past, the crowds 


did not flee the Castro on Sunday 
for the festivities in the Civic Cen¬ 
ter. Throughout the day, the Cas¬ 
tro was filled with people. 

“It seemed like there were a lot 
more people in the Castro than in 
the past. Often with the party 
downtown, the Castro is like a 
ghost town,” said Eric Roos, co¬ 
owner of Nancy Boy on Market 
Street. “But there were a lot of 
people in the streets.” 

Roos said his store, which 
opened in May, had its biggest 
weekend ever due to Pride. 

“More importantly, we closed 
out our second month in business 
having sold more than we thought 
we would have sold in six 
months,” he said. “We attribute 
that to a great location and the 
community being great to us. But 
with the film festival and tourists 
the last few weeks, our business 
also took off.” 

Although some tourist-related 
businesses did report a drop-off in 
business, other establishments 
said Pride was no different than 
any other year. 

“Our business was pretty con¬ 
sistent with all the previous 
Prides. We are just not that big of 
a place so we usually fill up 
months in advance. And that cer¬ 
tainly was true this year,” said Bill 
Boeddiker, co-owner of The Park¬ 
er House bed and breakfast. “We 
had a nice group this year and that 
is kind of continuing through the 
Fourth of July weekend.” T

City wins last objection 
to equal benefits law

T he five-year court battle over 
San Francisco’s equal benefits 
ordinance ended on Mon¬ 
day, June 24 when a federal judge 
ruled in favor of the city on the 
plaintiffs’ last objection to the law. 

The plaintiffs, a consortium of 
airlines, Federal Express, and S.D. 
Myers, an Ohio-based electrical 
equipment manufacturer with ties 
to the religious right, have 30 days 
to appeal the ruling. 

The battle ended with a whim¬ 
per instead of a bang. The plain¬ 
tiffs had contended that AB25, 
California’s gay rights bill, was in¬ 
tended to preempt San Francisco’s 
equal benefits ordinance. 

“They made about the stupid¬ 
est argument you can think of,” 
said San Francisco’s chief deputy 
city attorney Terry Stuart. They 
had said that because AB25 pre¬ 
empts local laws that create do¬ 
mestic partner registries by mak¬ 
ing a statewide registry, it should 
also preempt laws about benefits. 

The court found that the equal 
benefits ordinance is simply a law 
about contracting and is not af¬ 
fected by AB2 5. 

“The ordinance does not cre¬ 
ate domestic partnerships or pur¬ 
port to regulate domestic partner¬ 
ships,” wrote U.S. District Court 
Judge Claudia Wilken in her deci¬ 
sion. “It is simply a non-discrimi¬ 
nation provision.” 

San Francisco’s equal benefits 
ordinance requires all businesses 
contracting with the city to pro¬ 
vide registered domestic partners 
the same benefits they give to 
married couples. 

AB25, California’s gay rights 
bill enacted in January, gives reg¬ 
istered domestic partners about 
15 marriage-like rights including 
unemployment benefits, health 
insurance benefits, adoption 
rights for each other’s children, 
and the right to sue for wrongful 


death of a partner. 

San Francisco’s equal benefits 
ordinance was passed by the 
Board of Supervisors on Novem¬ 
ber 4,1996. Two months before it 
was scheduled to go into effect on 
July 1,1997, the airlines filed suit, 
claiming that federal law about 
employee benefits preempted the 
ordinance and that San Francisco 
should not be allowed to make a 
law that had national impact. 

The court ruled, in April 1998, 
that San Francisco could require 
that some benefits, such as travel 
perks and bereavement leave, be 
given to domestic partners. The 
city lost in part of the decision 
when the court found that federal 
law does prevent San Francisco 
from requiring companies doing 
business with the city to give 
health insurance and pension 
benefits to domestic partners. 

Meanwhile, gay rights activists, 
led by Jeff Sheehy, started a boy¬ 
cott of United Airlines, one of the 
main plaintiffs. The campaign, 
dubbed “United against United,” 
Sheehy said “was a pincer move¬ 
ment. They were stuck in a vise. 
They had legal pressure and they 
had business pressure.” 

Activists, including San Fran¬ 
cisco Supervisor Tom Ammiano, 
tore up their United frequent flyer 
cards on the steps of City Hall. 
The activists staged demonstra¬ 
tions at United ticket offices. In 
one memorable incident that took 
place in downtown San Francisco, 
Gilbert Baker, the designer of the 
rainbow flag, made costumes for 
the protesters, dressing them as 
Tinky Winkys. That picket took 
place shortly after Jerry Falwell 
declared that the purple Teletub- 
by television character was gay. 

“I remember the police loading 
the protesters into a van,” Sheehy 
said. “Twelve Tinky Winkys, 
Gilbert among them, in the back 
of a paddy wagon - even the cops 
had to laugh.” ’ 

The boycott was not given 


much coverage in the mainstream 
media, but, according to Sheehy, 
gay and lesbian publications, in¬ 
cluding this newspaper, spread 
word of the boycott around the 
gay community. 

United has never disclosed any 
information about the impact of 
the boycott on its finances, but “on 
the last Friday in July of 1999,” 
Sheehy said, “United caved,” and 
announced it would offer benefits 
to domestic partners. 

Other airlines and businesses 
quickly followed. Today approxi¬ 
mately 4,000 companies across the 
country provide domestic partner 
benefits, including the big three 
auto makers, 30 percent of For¬ 
tune 500 companies, and even the 
Catholic Church in San Francisco. 

United started a major public 
relations campaign called “United 
with Pride” to try and win back dis¬ 
affected gay and lesbian customers. 

The most conspicuous holdout 
is the Salvation Army, which still re¬ 
fuses to offer benefits to domestic 
partners. The Army lost almost $3 
million in city contracts as a result. 

On November 1, 2001, the 
western region of the Army decid¬ 
ed to give benefits, but was coun¬ 
termanded by the national office a 
few weeks later. 

“I never thought we’d win,” 
Sheehy said. “But if you drop a 
pebble into the water the ripples 
can become waves that can be¬ 
come a tsunami that completely 
changes an entire industry.” T

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Taking God out of the Pledge 


W e were as stunned as anyone last 
week when a three-judge panel of 
the Ninth Circuit Court of Appeals 
ruled that the Pledge of Allegiance was un¬ 
constitutional because of the phrase “under 
God.” While we don’t think the controver¬ 
sial ruling will be upheld on appeal, never¬ 
theless we believe it was the right decision; 
having the phrase “under God” in our na¬ 
tional pledge does promote religion, while 
the U.S. Constitution clearly calls for sepa¬ 
ration between church and state. 

We are in the minority on this issue, if 
the last several days’ of commentary and 
righteous indignation by politicians and 
others is any indication. And, no, we don’t 
see the Federal Reserve willing to remove 
“In God We Trust” from the country’s cur¬ 
rency anytime soon. But last week’s ruling - 
authored by Judge Alfred Goodwin, a Nixon 
appointee - has sparked debate on the issue; 
and the more we think about it, the more we 
are convinced that the federal appeals court 
made the correct decision. 

It’s important to realize that while many 
of us grew up with the Pledge containing 
“under God,” that wasn’t always the case. In 
fact, Congress added those two words in 
1954, at the height of the McCarthy era in 
response to the anti-Communism sentiment 
that permeated the nation. When President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower signed the legislation, 
he said, “From this day forward, the millions 
of schoolchildren will daily proclaim in 
every city and town, every village and rural 
schoolhouse, the dedication of our nation 
and our people to the Almighty.” 

That sounds like the mixing of state and 
religion to us; and that’s not what this coun¬ 
try is about. 

As we celebrate our independence this 
July 4 - in the midst of the war on terrorism 
and the increased patriotism sweeping the 
country - we do not believe that citizens, 
must utter “under God” in the Pledge in 
order to “be 100 percent American.” One 
can be firmly behind this country without 


religion, and the Constitution gives us that 
right. As a spokesman for Americans 
United for Separation of Church 
and State said last week, the 
Pledge of Allegiance without , 

“under God” got the country 
through two world wars and the 
Great Depression. 

The Bush administration has main¬ 
tained from the beginning that the war 
against terrorism is not aimed 
. at Islam or any other religion. 

Yet, at the same time, the ad¬ 
ministration has argued that 
an obstacle to consensus is that the govern¬ 
ments of many Islamic countries are heavi¬ 
ly influenced by religion, which, in the case 
of the Taliban, oppressed women and non¬ 
conformists. We agree with that sentiment, 


and when we look at our o\^n country, we 
see that our politics is infused with religion 
in myriad ways: the oath of office ad¬ 
ministered to elected leaders contains 
references to God; the Supreme Court 
opens its sessions with reference to 
God; the Pledge of Allegiance contains 
the reference to God; and much anti¬ 
gay legislation is influenced by politi¬ 
cians linking their own perceptions 
of morality to religion. 

While the Pledge ruling 
won’t go into effect (Goodwin 
issued a stay on his own deci¬ 
sion after the firestorm of criticism, effec¬ 
tively putting the matter on hold) we com¬ 
mend the appeals court panel for bucking 
conventional wisdom in its decision that at¬ 
tempts to get God out of politics. ▼ 




After the bishops’ conference

■ recently watched with great fascination 
as 300 men (yes, all men) gathered in 
Dallas, Texas for the meeting of the U.S. 
bishops to address the growing scandal of 
child sexual abuse in the Roman Catholic 
Church. 

I felt a sense of hope that the issue was 
being debated - and a sense of anger that 
along with hundreds or even thousands of 
innocent children, truth has been another 
casualty of this scandal. 

Let me quickly make a disclaimer. I’m 
not a dispassionate observer. I know some¬ 
thing about this subject first hand. As a 
child, I was raped by a pedophile. So I’m not 
speaking out of theory; I know the pain, 
confusion, and trust issues that arise from 
this type of sexual violation. 

Here’s what I know from my experience 
- and from my 30 years of activism in both 
the GLBT and faith communities. There are 
three truths here that we need to voice over 
and over and over. 

• Child sexual abuse is not a gay issue. 
Every credible study has confirmed that pe¬ 
dophilia is not a gay issue. Five respected 
professional organizations have public poli¬ 
cies stating that there is no correlation be¬ 
tween homosexuality and child abuse: the 
American Psychological Association, Na¬ 
tional Association of Social Workers, Amer¬ 
ican Academy of Child Psychiatrists, Amer¬ 
ican Psychiatric Association, and Child Wel¬ 
fare League of America. 

Research study after research study has 
concluded that the overwhelming majority of 
child sexual abuse is committed by hetero¬ 
sexual men - the most often cited statistic is 
that more than 80 percent of all child sexual 
abuse involves a heterosexual perpetrator. 

• Repressive systems never lead to re¬ 
sponsible sexuality. The Roman Catholic 
clergy system is one of repression of the 
God-given gift of human sexuality. When 
human beings are forced to repress and deny 


God’s beautiful and innate gift of sex, they 
will invariably find unhealthy expressions. 

And that’s the story with the current 
scandal. The story of the child sex abuse 
scandal has been one of repression, denial, 
cover-up, and moving predatory priests to 
new places of ministry without informing 
local parishes. That is a breeding ground for 
irresponsible and unhealthy sexuality. 

• All faith groups should learn from the 
gay community. Openness, acceptance, and 
affirmation of gay, lesbian, bisexual, or trans- 
gendered orientations always lead to emo¬ 
tional and spiritual health. Always. 

And in many ways, the gay com¬ 
munity has been a leader in this re¬ 
gard. 

• In 1985, long before the current 
crisis, our predominantly GLBT 
Metropolitan Community Church¬ 
es adopted a policy statement that 
all sexual activity between 
adults and minors is in¬ 
herently evil, coercive, and 
not to be condoned. 

• During the 34-year existence of MCC 
churches, there have been only two cases in¬ 
volving clergy misconduct with minors. Let 
me quickly say, I use the term “only” to draw 
a stark contrast with the scandal unfolding 
in some other faith communities - not to ex¬ 
cuse anyone’s misconduct. And in both 
cases, MCC officials reported the abuse to 
civil authorities, fully cooperated with au¬ 
thorities - and in each case clergy credentials 
were removed. That’s a far different story 
than the repression, denial, and cover-up un¬ 
folding in the Roman Catholic Church. 

• You have a right to know that the pre¬ 
dominantly gay Metropolitan Community 
Churches have never had a claim for child 
sexual abuse and never paid damages for 
child sexual abuse. Never. In the June 15 edi¬ 
tion of “The Christian Century,” Charlie 
Cutler of Tom Cutler and Associates, an in¬ 
surance brokerage that serves 2,000 church¬ 
es of varied denominations noted, “I’ve 
worked with the MCC since 1978, and in 


that time there have been zero claims 
against the church. They have very, very ag¬ 
gressive policies on these issues, with police 
background checks and policies such as the 
two-adult rule when supervising minors.” 

• MCC has worked with the GLBT com¬ 
munity to develop a healthy system of sex¬ 
ual ethics. Let’s be honest: Far too often the 
Judeo-Christian culture has contributed to 
sex negativity. 

• MCC, in conjunction with the GLBT 
community, has developed a positive sexu¬ 
al ethic that balances desire with our emo¬ 
tional, physical, sexual, and spiritual selves, 
while preserving and honoring mutuality 
and consent. 

• MCC has gone even further. 

We’ve adopted a Clergy Code of 
Conduct and a Sexual Miscon¬ 
duct Policy that not only em¬ 
bodies these ethics - it’s an open 
document, available to 
everyone. (If you want a 
copy, simply write to me 
at info@MCCchurch.org.) 

Sometimes you have to repeat a message 
over and over until people “get it.” I’m ask¬ 
ing my GLBT friends and their enlightened 
allies to join me in repeating these three 
messages: Child sexual abuse is not a gay 
issue. Repressive systems never lead to re¬ 
sponsible sexuality. All faith groups should 
learn from the GLBT communities. 

In the aftermath of the Dallas meeting of 
the Roman Catholic Bishops, I’m feeling 
hopeful. But until a new breeze of openness, 
acceptance, and affirmation blows through 
the Roman Catholic Church, and until we 
see the church put actions to their words, I’m 
in solidarity with the millions of people who 
are casting a wary eye on all faith groups that 
continue to scapegoat God’s gay, lesbian, bi¬ 
sexual, and transgender children. T

Pink triangle adds to neighborhood 

Thank you very much for the call for volunteers to 
help install the pink triangle [“Volunteers needed to in¬ 
stall pink triangle,” June 20]. As a result there were eight 
new volunteers to help with the installation Saturday 
morning. Unfortunately, there were only a handful of 
us to remove lights and dismantle the project Sunday 
after the parade. It took until after dark to remove it. 
We were gratified Saturday morning that Board of Su¬ 
pervisors President Tom Ammiano, Supervisor Mark 
Leno and Assemblywoman Carole Migden all came to 
christen the 2002 pink triangle with champagne and 
that the day was officially declared by the San Francis¬ 
co Board of Supervisors to be “Friends of the Pink Tri¬ 
angle Day in San Francisco.” Our elected officials spoke 
eloquently on the history of the pink triangle, it’s 
meaning today, why we need further hate crime pro¬ 
tections, and that this symbol of hatred and shame 
from the past has now been embraced by the gay 
community as a symbol of pride. Our attempt at 
nighttime illumination of the pink triangle was aided 
by the good fortune of clear skies and we are told trav¬ 
elers on the Bay Bridge could see the illuminated dis¬ 
play. We are thankful for the support of the Pride 
Committee Executive Director Teddy Witherington, 
the board of the San Francisco LGBT Pride Celebra¬ 
tion Committee Inc., and the Castro Lions Club for 
their generous support this year. 

The letter from Kurt True in last week’s Bay Area 
Reporter regarding the pink triangle raised some in¬ 
teresting issues. “Disrupting the natural world” is cer¬ 
tainly not an intent of the pink triangle display. When 
we first thought of doing the display six years ago, we 
did think about the consequences of the project. We 
scouted out several places to install the pink triangle 
and had initially wanted the project to be visible all 
the way down Market Street to the Ferry Building, 


however, we decided it made sense to install the dis¬ 
play on the grassy area slightly off axis with Market 
Street so we would stay out of the bushy areas and 
away from anything which may be living there. 

The area we chose is just below the tourist over¬ 
look parking lot that is filled, by day, with large smoky 
buses and a constant stream of cars, all of which bring 
hundreds of people every day to enjoy the view of our 
lovely city. Unfortunately, some of those people hurl 
trash over the edge of the parking lot. By night, the 
parking lot seems to be a destination for people who 
do more than just enjoy the view as the area where the 
pink triangle display occurs is filled with hundreds of 
beer bottles, liquor containers of all sorts, syringes, 
condoms, cigarette cartons, fast food wrappers, un¬ 
derwear, and a glittering landscape of broken glass 
and jagged bottle shards. If anything, the volunteers 
who put up the pink triangle help the area as we carry 
out numerous garbage bags of debris. 

Volunteers who help with the installation have 
been cut in the past from the broken glass. It is hard 
to imagine any species, other than humans, willing to 
tolerate that particular acre when there is so much 
more land on Twin Peaks from which to choose. Our 
display lasts two days each year whereas the assault 
from the revelers lasts all year. 

Some of these revelers are not particularly gay 
friendly either and need a reminder of the hatred of 
the past. My partner was attacked last year as he was 
helping to dismantle the display because one of the 

party people who frequent the parking lot read 
one of our informational signs and be- 
I oame irate declaring that “fags need to be 
shamed and hated.” The pink triangle dis¬ 
play is there to educate and we install 
small informational signs, which tell the 
history of the pink triangle to those who 
make the trek up the hill. Most of the 
tourists are appreciative of the display 
and the learning experience. As for Mr. 
True’s assertion that the display gives the 
impression that we as a community are not good 
neighbors, many from’that neighborhood came up 
the hill to thank us and to tell us they are not only 
happy about what we are doing, but that they are glad 
it is in their neighborhood. 

Once again, thank you to the Bay Area Reporter for 
your support with the project over the years.

Circumcision: Let young men decide 

Matthew Bajko’s review of circumcision as HIV 
prevention lacks critical scientific investigation 
[“Study stirs debate on benefits of circumcision as HIV 
prevention,” June 20]. 

Surely.no ethics committee permitted HIV re¬ 
searchers to infect intact foreskins still attached to 
healthy males. Researchers likely used amputated (i.e., 
“dead”) foreskins that (surprise!) were susceptible to 
infection because they couldn’t mount a defensive re¬ 
sponse. 

Several researchers have described protective im¬ 
munological functions of the intact foreskin. Cir¬ 
cumcision defeats those immunological functions. Al¬ 
though this research is essential to the debate, it was 
omitted. 

He also fails to report on other researchers who’ve 
performed meta-analyses (studies comparing all sim¬ 
ilar studies). In a 1994 meta-analysis, authors de Vin- 
cenzi and Mertens examined 23 circumcision-HIV 
studies and concluded that all suffered from a “lack of 
attention given to potential confounding factors.” In 
1999, Dr. Robert Van Howe subjected the data from 
35 articles to rigorous statistical analysis. He found 
that, based on the combined data, “a man with a cir¬ 
cumcised penis is at greater risk of acquiring and 
transmitting HIV than a man with a non-circumcised 
penis.” Van Howe concluded: “[Bjased on the studies 
published in the scientific literature, it is incorrect to 
assert that circumcision prevents HIV infection.” 

This is consistent with America’s AIDS experience, 
where the widespread custom of infant circumcision 
failed to protect circumcised men from the disease. 
Putting it bluntly, circumcision’s only effect was to 
produce circumcised corpses. 

The LGBT community knows the importance of 
choice when it comes to controlling our bodies, par¬ 
ticularly when these choices affect our health and sex¬ 
uality. Since sexual transmission of AIDS is not rele¬ 
vant to newborns, respect for human rights demands 
that the circumcision decision be postponed until a 
young man can make his own choice as to whether 
this surgery is correct for him. 

Similar human rights threats erupted earlier in the 
AIDS epidemic, when some misguided physicians - 
“for the individual’s good and that of society” - pro¬ 
moted quarantine camps, mandatory HIV testing, tat¬ 
tooing of people with HIV, and even castration for 
HIV-positive sex offenders. AIDS activists taught us 
that while we need to safeguard one another from viral 
exposure, we must not give AIDS the power to deprive 
weaker groups, in this case defenseless children, of a 
universal right to their own bodies and choices.

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With a stronger emphasis and clarification of the 
human rights issues involved, and a more objective 
and balanced review of the currently available science, 
Bajko could have reported that involuntary circum¬ 
cision (from the child’s perspective) not only violates 
this vulnerable class’s right to physical integrity, as 
outlined in the U.N. Declaration of Human Rights, 
but is also ineffective in preventing transmission or 
reception of any sexually transmitted disease, includ¬ 
ing HIV. The disservice resulting from Bajko’s report¬ 
ing is that any impression left with readers that cir¬ 
cumcision may prevent HIV infection is likely to pro¬ 
vide a false sense of security in circumcised males and 
divert attention and resources from effective proven 
measures of disease control.

Absurd idea 

How could Matthew Bajko fail to observe that the 
whole idea of circumcision (and especially the cir¬ 
cumcision of infants!) as a weapon against HIV is ab¬ 
surd? And how could the B.A.R. stoop to running a 
front page tag on this pseudo-scientific nonsense? 

Since uncut men can use condoms, and condoms 
are readily available around the world, circumcision it¬ 
self could only be considered an effective means against 
HIV transmission if one could show that an uncut 
penis with a condom rolled over it is a greater risk than 
a cut penis without a condom. That seems unlikely. 

And even if such evidence were ever discovered, 
every man should still have the freedom to choose for 
himself if he wants to be circumcised, based on his 
comprehension of the issues involved - be they med¬ 
ical, cultural, religious, or personal. There is no valid 
reason for parents (or governments) to make a pre¬ 
emptive choice for a baby boy. When he’s ready to 
have sex, he c ll be ready to make a choice about his 
foreskin. 

Furthermore, Dr. Landay’s suggestion that boys be 
circumcised en masse in the developing world has un¬ 
comfortable racist undertones. 

For those prospective parents whom Mr. Bajko ad¬ 
dresses, wondering what to do for their infant sons, I 
suggest, as a service, you conduct a survey: Ask your 
uncircumcised readers how many of them wish they 
had been cut as infants.

Removed at birth? 

“Caution: This body part may become diseased 
later in life and should be removed at birth.” 

This is apparently the message that American par¬ 
ents see when they view their newborn son’s body and 
order the surgical alteration of his penis through cir¬ 
cumcision. 

Matthew Bajko’s recent review of the debate on cir¬ 
cumcision as HIV prevention and its role in parental 
decision-making is misleading. To be clear, newborn 
circumcision is a peculiar dilemma faced only by 
American parents. Most of the world’s parents in other 
medically advanced nations, including gay and lesbian 
parents, view any suggestion that they should have 
their son circumcised as preposterous. They know full 
well that children can be taught hygiene and responsi¬ 
ble sexual behavior to prevent disease. 

Increasing numbers of parents, among them les¬ 
bian and gay parents, also view infant circumcision as 
an act that usurps the child’s fundamental human 
right to physical integrity and eventual self-determi¬ 
nation. That’s why we at Rainbow Flag Health Service, 
when providing insemination services to lesbians 
using the sperm from gay donors, have a policy refus¬ 
ing to serve parents who intend to mutilate the geni¬ 
tals of their children, regardless of sex. Since it is the 
child, and the adult they will become, who will have to 
live with the decision to circumcise, we place the 
child’s rights foremost. 

The issues of health and human rights are not mu¬ 
tually exclusive. They must be balanced. It is one issue 
for a genitally intact man who believes he can reduce 
his AIDS risk by having the most sensual half of his 
penile skin removed. It is quite another issue for 
someone else, even a parent acting on the belief that 
surgical alteration of their child will prevent diseases 
m . which are behavior-related, to request the removal of 
the most erogenous tissue of a child’s genitals. 

Genital mutilation of children too young to con¬ 
sent is not an answer to the AIDS epidemic. 

What Matthew Bajko fails to point out is that the 
HIV rate in the gay male community in the U.S. is 
much higher than the gay male community in Eu¬ 
rope. Over 85 percent of gay men in the U.S. are cir¬ 
cumcised while less than 2 percent of European gay 
men are circumcised. 

Finally, although gonorrhea and syphilis rates of 
circumcised and uncircumcised men are equal, 
chlamydia (a gonorrhea-like infection) is 65 percent 
more common in circumcised men. It appears the 


foreskin is protective against some things.

currently serve in the House and 
13 in the Senate - gains among fe¬ 
male candidates seem assured 
among the nation’s gubernatorial 
contests. 

Of the 50 states, only five now 
have women governors. But of the 
36 states that will hold governor 
contests this year, women are 
credible candidates in about a 
dozen races, though Kathleen 
Kennedy Townsend, a Democrat

of Maryland, is the only one at the 
moment said to be virtually as¬ 
sured of a win in November, tak¬ 
ing a seat now held by a man. 

Though several states still must 
hold primaries to choose their 
party nominees, women candi¬ 
dates are expected to be nominat¬ 
ed by both major parties in Ari¬ 
zona, where the incumbent gover¬ 
nor, Republican Jane Hull, is 
termed-out. Democratic candi¬ 
date Janet Napolitano, who’s the 
current state attorney general, is 
favored to not only keep the gov¬ 
ernorship in the hands of a 
woman, but would pick up a state 
for the Democrats as well. 

In Minnesota, where maverick 
independent Governor Jesse 
Ventura has decided not to run 
again, state Auditor Judi Dutcher 
is considered a strong Democrat¬ 
ic candidate. 

In Kansas, state Insurance 
Commissioner Kathleen Sebe- 

lius, the only Democrat who 
holds statewide office, is very pop¬ 
ular and will be the party’s guber¬ 
natorial nominee. She faces a state 
Republican Party that is widely di¬ 
vided due to a bitter primary con¬ 
test, and political analysts there 
say Sebelius now has to be consid¬ 
ered the favorite to become 
Kansas’ first Democratic governor 
in decades. 

Governorships, as opposed to 
races for the House or U.S. Senate, 
are typically harder for women to 
win and any victories seem to set a 
precedent only for the individual 
state, not the nation. Of those 
women gubernatorial candidates 
given a chance in November, De¬ 
mocrats outnumber Republicans, 
though in Massachusetts, where 
acting Governor Jane Swift is 
stepping down, she is expected to 
be replaced by another Republican, 
Mitt Romney. The Democratic 
nominee for governor there is ex¬ 
pected to be a woman, Shannon 
0’ Brien, the current state treasurer. 

In New Hampshire, Bev 
Hollingworth, the minority 


leader of the state Senate, is fa¬ 
vored to become that state’s gov¬ 
ernor after November as is Myrth 
York, a former Democratic state 
senator, in the Rhode Island gu¬ 
bernatorial contest. 

Things don’t appear to be quite 
as promising for House and U.S. 
Senate women candidates, howev¬ 
er. 2002 will certainly not be an¬ 
other “Year of the Woman” in pol¬ 
itics as was 1992 when the number 
of women in the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives leaped to 48 from 28 
and in the U.S. Senate to six from 
only two. Some think, however, 
that the current number 
of women in Congress 
may actually rise, but only 
by a handful, and could 
drop, political analysts 
from both major par¬ 
ties fear. 

Certainly, in No¬ 
vember, the 
more realistic 
goal for 
women candi¬ 
dates is among the 36 gubernato¬ 
rial races where from six to eight 
more statehouses could go to 
women, raising the hopes that for 
the first time as many as a dozen 
women could be state chief execu¬ 
tives after the first of the year. 

Politics and people 

Gay Pride week saw politicos 
galore - everywhere. District 8 
supe candidates Bevan Dufty 
and Tom Radulovich both made 
all the necessary appearances that 
make them the major contenders 
to replace Assemblyman-to-be 
Mark Leno. 

And those who are supposed 
to know these things tell me that 
San Francisco likely will have at 
least two political heavyweights in 
the race to succeed state senator 
JohnBurton,who will be retiring 
in a couple of years. Possible con¬ 
tenders include Mayor Willie 
Brown and Assemblywoman Ca¬ 
role Migden (D-San Francisco), 
Marin Assemblyman Joe Nation 
(D), former S.F. Mayor Art 
Agnos, and attorney Chris 
Moscone. It could make for a very 
interesting race. 

Meanwhile, potential candi¬ 
dates for the 2003 San Francisco 
mayoral race were out in force in 
Sunday’s Pride Parade: Tom Am- 
miano, Gavin Newsom, Susan 
Leal, and Angela Alioto, to name 
only a few, were all there doing the 
necessary political thing. Among 
those politicians who seemed to 
get the best response from the 
million or so people along the pa¬ 
rade route: Mark Leno (riding 
with John Laird), Dennis Her¬ 
rera, Willie Brown, Nancy 
Pelosi, Sophie Maxwell, Aaron 
Peskin,Kimiko Burton, and Ca¬ 
role Migden. 

A trusted source informs me 
that a certain former police chief 
(no, not Frank Jordan) is very in¬ 
terested in a possible run for mayor 
next year and is making the neces¬ 
sary phone calls around town. 

But one of the best receptions 
for a contingent in the parade 
went to the gay and lesbian S.F. 
police officers who marched to¬ 
gether by the dozens, led by Chief 
Fred Lau and Deputy Chief 
Mindy Pengel. 

In New York City, Mayor 
Michael Bloomberg, a Democrat- 
turned-Republican, continued the 
tradition of mayors before him by 
marching at the front of that city’s 
Gay Pride Parade; however, 


Bloomberg also followed another 
tradition - he was careful not to 
join the parade until it had safely 
passed St. Patrick’s Cathedral, 
thereby avoiding some of the “dis¬ 
respectful” acts and demonstra¬ 
tions that have marked earlier pa¬ 
rades in front of the Catholic castle. 

The University of Colorado re¬ 
gents last week approved health 
care benefits for same-sex part¬ 
ners and their dependents after 15 
years of debate on the issue. The 
5-to-4 vote reverses a decision 
nine months ago to deny such 
benefits and makes the 
university the first 
state entity in Col¬ 
orado to offer gay 
partner benefits to 
employees; the poli¬ 
cy takes effect in No¬ 
vember. 

And in Washington 
last week, Sec¬ 
retary of State 
Colin Powell 
called on busi¬ 
ness leaders with overseas opera¬ 
tions to ensure that there is no dis¬ 
crimination against people with 
AIDS. “This is one of those lessons 
we have to get to all employers 
and nations around the world - 
that they must not stigmatize peo¬ 
ple who are ill,” said Powell, who 
is co-chairman of a presidential 
task force on AIDS. He also pro¬ 
posed that the CEOs make AIDS 
education a “mandatory” element 
of employee training and that 
companies care for HIV-infected 
workers. 

Tom Coates, director of the 
University of California, San Fran¬ 
cisco’s Center for AIDS Prevention 
Studies, proposed that the firms 
adopt a new version of the “Sulli¬ 
van Principles,” business practices 
that helped topple apartheid in 
South Africa. Under Coates’s pro¬ 
posal, multinational business with 
operations in hard-hit areas would 
address the social inequities and 
human rights violations that fuel 
the spread of AIDS and block ac¬ 
cess to treatment. 

More Catholic politics: The 
Roman Catholic Diocese of Cor¬ 
pus Christi, where Tony 
Sanchez, the Texas nominee for 
governor, was raised, has barred 
him from speaking at its churches 
because of his support for abor¬ 
tion rights. The ban, imposed by 
Bishop Edmond Carmody, also 
applies to the Democratic candi¬ 
date for lieutenant governor, John 
Sharp. Both candidates are life¬ 
long Catholics who say they per¬ 
sonally oppose abortion but sup¬ 
port a woman’s right to end a 
pregnancy; both also reportedly 
support equal rights for gays. 

After it was revealed recently 
that WorldCom, the long-distance 
giant, had, like other corporate 
firms, been caught “cooking the 
books,” some politicians rushed to 
return campaign donations. Sen¬ 
ator Barbara Boxer (D-Califor- 
nia), who had reported receiving 
$2,500 in donations over the years 
from WorldCom, immediately di¬ 
rected her campaign accountant 
to return the money - not to 
WorldCom, but to find a way to 
get it to some of those who lost 
their jobs last week because of the 
company thievery. Representative 
Robert Matsui (D-Sacramento) 
also immediately returned $5,000 
he had received in campaign do¬ 
nations. Representative Ellen 
Tauscher (D-Alamo), herself a

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Who was Frida Kahlo?

July 13,1954 (48 years ago this 
month): Painter Frida Kahlo dies 
in Coyoacan, a suburb of Mexico 
City, in the same house where she 
was born. 

M exican painter Frida 
Kahlo received little 
recognition during her 
life - except as the wife of the fa¬ 
mous muralist Diego Rivera. 
Today, however, the surreal self- 
portraits of the openly bisexual, 
cross-dressing Kahlo bring mil¬ 
lions of dollars at auction, and her 
brief, often painful life is the sub¬ 
ject of two upcoming movies star¬ 
ring Salma Hayek and Jennifer 
Lopez, respectively. 

She was born Magdalena Car¬ 
men Frieda Kahlo y Calderon in 
1907 in a suburb of Mexico City 
of mixed German, Jewish, and 
Mexican ancestry. From early on, 
young Frieda (she dropped the “e” 
when she was in her 20s) had 
a queer side. As a girl, she 
had often “dressed like a 
boy, with shaved hair, 
pants, boots, and a leather 
jacket,” she later recalled. In 
one photograph of her at 19, 
Kahlo posed wearing a 
three-piece suit and 
tie and assuming the 
stance of a confident 
young man. 

Kahlo’s young life was also 
marked by intense physical suffer¬ 
ing. As a small child, she contract¬ 
ed polio, which deformed her left 
leg. At 18, she was in a near-fatal 
accident in which the bus she was 
riding collided with a trolley. Kahlo 
was impaled on a piece of metal, 
her back and pelvis broken and her 
right (good) leg crushed. She spent 
many months in a body cast and 
had to undergo numerous opera¬ 
tions to try to alleviate her pain. To 
her disappointment, she was never 
able to have children. 

One positive thing, however, 
came from Kahlo’s long recupera¬ 
tion: Bored, she taught herself to 
paint. Oil painting had been a 
hobby of her father’s, and she con¬ 
vinced him to let her use his 
paints. Her mother hired a car¬ 
penter to make a special easel for 
Kahlo’s bed and fit the canopy 
with a mirror so she could paint 
herself. Thus began her long ca¬ 
reer in self-portraiture; as she later 
said, “I painted my own reality.” 

After a recovery that lasted sev¬ 
eral years, Kahlo began consorting 
with a group of progressive intel¬ 
lectuals and artists, including 
Diego Rivera, who was 20 years 
her senior. What began as a men¬ 
toring relationship quickly devel¬ 
oped into a personal one, and the

two were married in 1929. Partly 
to please her husband and partly 
to show pride in her heritage, 
Kahlo radically changed her 
personal style after her mar¬ 
riage and began donning 
very colorful, feminine 
Mexican dresses. 

Although they sup¬ 
ported and complement¬ 
ed each other artistically, 
the marriage brought 
Kahlo emotional an¬ 
guish on top of phys¬ 
ical pain, reflected in 
the violent themes of her paint¬ 
ings from this time. Very shortly 
after they married, Rivera began 
having affairs with other women, 
including Kahlo’s younger sister. 
Kahlo and Rivera were estranged 
several times, and she eventually 
began having extramarital rela¬ 
tionships, too. Among her male 
lovers was exiled Communist 
leader Leon Trotsky. 

During the times she was sepa¬ 
rated from her husband, and after 
their divorce in 1939, Kahlo re¬ 
verted to the cross-dressing style 
and short hair of her youth. Her 
painting Self-Portrait with 
Cropped Hair (1940), depicting 
her in a man’s suit with her shorn 
locks lying around her, was paint¬ 
ed during a time when she was 
having affairs with women. 

Although Kahlo didn’t keep 
her bisexuality a secret, the names 
of her female lovers are now more 
conjecture than a matter of 
record. She most likely had an af¬ 
fair with Mexican-born actress 
Dolores Del Rio, star of Flying 
Down to Rio and other popular 
Hollywood films. Kahlo presented 
one of her paintings, Two Nudes in 
the Forest (1939), a tender depic¬ 
tion of two female lovers, as a gift 
to Del Rio. 

Other women linked romanti¬ 


cally to Kahlo are Mexican actress 
Maria Felix and American painter 
Georgia O’Keeffe. The relation¬ 
ship with O’Keeffe, however, ac¬ 
cording to one of that painter’s re¬ 
cent biographers, was probably 
just a flirtation. Interestingly, only 
a year after they divorced, Rivera 
begged Kahlo to remarry him, 
which she did - on the condition 
that their relationship be platon¬ 
ic. 

The 1940s marked a period of 
great artistic output for Kahlo, in 
which she painted some of her 
most striking self-portraits; sadly, 
many of them document her in¬ 
creasing physical pain. In The Bro¬ 
ken Column (1944), for example, 
Kahlo portrayed herself pierced 
with nails, her body cleft in two 
with a steel rod where her spine 
should be. By that time, she had to 
wear a steel corset, and she was 
more and more reliant on 
painkillers to get through the day. 

Although her greatest paint¬ 
ings were produced in the 1930s 
and 1940s, Kahlo received very lit¬ 
tle recognition during her life¬ 
time, perhaps because her often 
violent and disturbing themes 
were atypical of women’s work. 
She did not get a show of her own 
until 1953 in Mexico City. Because 
of her health problems, she ar¬ 
rived at the show in an ambulance 
and was carried into the gallery on 
a stretcher. 

Kahlo died the following year 
at 47 in the same house where she 
was born (now the Museo Frida 
Kahlo). The official cause was a 
clot in one of the arteries leading 
to her heart, but some scholars 
have conjectured from reading her 
diary and studying her last draw¬ 
ings that she intentionally over¬ 
dosed. In 1984, after she had be¬ 
come an international feminist 
icon, the Mexican government of¬ 
ficially recognized her as one of 
that country’s greatest artists. T

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multimillionaire (former stock¬ 
broker) who has reportedly re¬ 
ceived $6,000 from WorldCom, 
decided against returning the six 
grand. “She accepted the money in 
good faith,” explained Lisa Tuck¬ 
er, Tauscher’s campaign manager. 

I don’t think it’s going to be 
that close, but some California 
Democratic Party officials are re¬ 
portedly concerned that it really is 
a tight race between Democratic 
Governor Gray Davis and con¬ 
servative Republican Bill Simon, 
and that votes received by Peter 
Miguel Camejo, the Green Party 
candidate for governor, could tilt 
the election to the right-wing, 
anti-gay Simon. I seem to recall 


that, like others in the Green 
party, Camejo often changes par¬ 
ties - the guy ran for president as 
the Socialist candidate in 1976. 
Gray Davis leaves a bit to be de¬ 
sired - he’s got the personality of a 
wet rag - but hasn’t been a bad 
governor. Do we really want to go 
back to the days of George Deuk- 
mejian and Pete Wilson with the 
likes of Simon? 

Incidentally, in addition to the 
high-profile race for governor, 
California voters will on Novem¬ 
ber 5 be voting for (or against) 
three of the sitting California 
Supreme Court associate justices. 
Once every 12 years, justices of the 
state’s high court must face voters 
for what’s called a retention or re¬ 
confirmation vote. Those voters 
cast ballots either to “confirm” or 
“reject” the jurists and there are 


three this November: Associate 
Justice Marvin Baxter (appoint¬ 
ed by George Deukmejian), Asso¬ 
ciate Justice Kathryn Werdegar 
(appointed by Pete Wilson), and 
Associate Justice Carlos R. 
Moreno, appointed by Gray Davis 
to replace Justice Stanley Mosk, 
who died last year. 

Rosie O’Donnell, recently 
pulled kicking and screaming 
from the closet, has complained 
that she’s begun to feel the sting of 
leading the fight to allow gays and 
lesbians to adopt children in Flori¬ 
da. She said a medical association 
recently rescinded an invitation 
for her to speak at its convention.

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Lesbians and gay men 
are intimate strangers

$ here’s a conundrum at the 

I heart of the gay rights 

i movement - gay men and 
lesbians are at once comrades and 
strangers to each other. Although 
were both denied rights because 
of whom and how we love, 
for decades there’s been a 
profound uneasiness between 
us. And the recurring ques¬ 
tion is, can lesbians and gay 
men ever really be allies? 

The discomfort we feel 
with each other is 
often legitimate. Les¬ 
bians have been stung 
more than 
once by gay 
male sexism, 
and gay men 
have felt the wrath of lesbian in¬ 
dignation. Lesbians have seen gay 
men as painfully shallow, and gay 
men have found lesbians annoy¬ 
ingly PC. Although we’ve come 
together in times of crisis, like at 
the height of the AIDS pandemic, 
and even grown to love each 
other, we usually end up retreat¬ 
ing to our separate spheres. Why? 
Because it’s easier. For the same 
reason, some people never make 
lasting connections across race or 
class - it takes work to do so. 

The separateness of lesbians 
and gay men struck me again re¬ 
cently while reading a new book 
called The Soul Beneath the Skin: 
The Unseen Hearts and Habits of 
Gay Men, by David Nimmons. 
From the title, it doesn’t seem like 
a book a lesbian would want to 
read, especially given the photo of 
a bare-chested man on the cover. 
Indeed, if it wasn’t written by a 
man I once worked with - Nim¬ 
mons and I served on the board of 
the same gay organization in the 
early 1990s - I probably would 
have passed it by, as I have many 
other written-by-gay-men-for- 
gay-men titles. 

What’s interesting about this 
book, though, is that Nimmons is 
trying to help gay men see and 
value their intrinsic good by out¬ 
lining the many contributions 
they have made to society and 
could make to the concept of mas¬ 
culinity. Gay men, Nimmons 
points out, are much less violent 
than straight men, show higher 
levels of altruism, and have distin¬ 
guished themselves as caretakers. 
They’ve fashioned creative, non¬ 
conformist circles of friends and 
lovers and forged supportive rela¬ 
tionships with women. 

Some of what Nimmons de¬ 
scribes makes gay men sound a lot 
like women, and that’s a good 
thing in my opinion. Nimmons’s 
kind of gay man is someone les¬ 
bians should want to get to know 
- the gay man who rejects the 
“bitchy queen” who lurks within 
to become a caring soul who helps 
craft a “durable truce across gen¬ 
der lines.” That style of manhood 
is a far cry from what Andrew Sul¬ 
livan, for example - who has also 
tried to call gay men to a new kind 
of masculinity - has espoused. In 
contrast to Nimmons, Sullivan ac¬ 
tually blames feminists and les¬ 
bians for “emasculating” gay men. 

But tellingly, although lesbians 
should have been an obvious 
readership for Nimmons’s book, 
he doesn’t seem to expect us to 
read it. In his introduction, he lists 
all the faceless people he saw as his 
audience - mothers and grand- 
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mothers of gay 
men, straight 
women, straight 
men, teenage girls, 
curious neighbors, 
anyone with the 
tiniest shred of in¬ 
terest in gay men - 
and there’s nary a 
lesbian among 
them. 

That 

omission, 
however unin¬ 
tentional, 
speaks di¬ 
rectly to 
the “dis¬ 
ease” in the relationship 

_ between gay 

men and les- 
_ bians. It’s eas¬ 
ier for gay 
men to extol - as Nimmons does 
in his book - those stereotypical 
Will & Grace moments when gay 
men and straight women get to¬ 




gether to compare moisturizers 
and kvetch about the men in their 
lives. It’s easier for lesbians to raise 
their eyebrows over a book about 
gay men’s soul-searching and head 
for the latest dyke romance novel. 
I’ll admit that when I read the part 
of Nimmons’s book in which he

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Lambda Legal makes 
great strides during June

J une was a busy and reward¬ 
ing month for Lambda Legal 
Defense and Education 
Fund, as the national organization 
dedicated to achieving full recog¬ 
nition of LGBT civil rights ex¬ 
panded its regional offices, filed a 
historic gay marriage lawsuit, and 
saw one of its attorneys recog¬ 
nized by California’s largest legal 
newspaper. 

Jennifer Pizer, a senior staff at¬ 
torney at Lambda’s Western Re¬ 
gional Office in Los Angeles, was 
named one of the top 30 women 
litigators in California by the 
Daily Journal for her ground¬ 
breaking work on behalf of LGBT 
people, Lambda announced last 
month. The newspaper, published 
in Los Angeles and San Francisco, 
highlighted Pizer’s advocacy on 
behalf of surviving partners of the 
September 11 terrorist attacks; her 
work with Sharon S. v. Superior 
Court of San Diego County, where 
she is challenging a California 
Court of Appeals ruling against 
the legitimacy of second-parent 
adoptions; her help in defending 
San Francisco’s equal benefits or¬ 
dinance when it came under legal 
attack; and her work on legislation 
such as Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden’s (D-San Francisco) 
AB25, the domestic partnership 
law that granted rights and bene¬ 
fits to registered couples. 

Pizer was recognized along 
with a host of other well-known 
lawyers, including former San 
Francisco Supervisor Angela 
Alioto, American Trial Lawyers

Association President-elect Mary 
Alexander, and women’s rights ad¬ 
vocate Gloria Allred. 

“I am deeply honored to be in¬ 
cluded in a group of such out¬ 
standing attorneys, and more im¬ 
portantly, I am grateful to be able 
to make a difference in people’s 
everyday lives through my work at 
Lambda Legal,” said Pizer. “The 
chance to be part of this extraor¬ 
dinary legal team is a great privi¬ 
lege, and this award is certainly as 
much for the organization’s ever- 
expanding legacy of achievements 
as it is for my own.” 

In keeping with this expanding 
legacy, Lambda opened a new of¬ 
fice in Dallas, Texas on June 20. 

Part of the organization’s 
South Central Regional network - 
which includes Arkansas, Col¬ 
orado, Kansas, Louisiana, Nebras¬ 
ka, New Mexico, Oklahoma, and 


Texas - the new office will be led 
by Lee Taft, a well-known Dallas 
attorney and civil rights leader. A 
total of four staff members will 
help to launch the effort, which 
has been designed to make LGBT 
rights work in the area more ef¬ 
fective. 

“Our new office means we are 
within a two-hour striking dis¬ 
tance of any state in the region,” 
said a statement from Kevin M. 
Cathcart, Lambda’s executive di¬ 
rector. “We’ll be more accessible 
and pro-active, increasing our ca¬ 
pacity to hit the ground running 
in our fight for full equality in 
rural and urban areas in these 
eight states.” 

Finally, on the East Coast, close 
to the organization’s national 
headquarters in New York, Lamb¬ 
da joined seven lesbian and gay 
couples from New Jersey in filing a 
historic lawsuit claiming their 
right to marry. The suit, filed on 
June 26, is based solely on New 
Jersey’s constitution, which means 
the New Jersey Supreme Court 
will have the last word in the case. 

“The case is being launched at 
a critical time. The valiant strug¬ 
gle of gays and lesbians who lost 
their partners on September 11 
has helped to create a new reser¬ 
voir of respect and understanding 
for our loving relationships,” said 
a statement from Lambda. “Now 
is the time to translate that new 
support into legal equality.” T

Poll shows increase in voters 
who favor gay marriage

T he number of California vot¬ 
ers who say gays and lesbians 
should be allowed to legally 
wed is continuing to increase, ac¬ 
cording to a new poll by Califor¬ 
nians for Civil Marriage. 

And for the first time since 
1999, less than half those surveyed 
said they opposed same-sex mar¬ 
riages. Also, a majority of those 
surveyed - once they were educat¬ 
ed about the issue - said they 
would support gay civil marriage. 

Conducted by Decision Re¬ 
search, the survey polled 500 reg¬ 
istered voters and asked them if 
they support civil marriages for 
gay couples. While 49 percent said 
they opposed gay marriages, 45 
percent of respondents said they 
support it. 

“As people get more informa¬ 
tion in the course of the survey, we 
found the majority is in support 
of allowing gays and lesbians to 
marry. Fifty-one percent were in 
favor while 46 percent were op¬ 
posed after being informed about 
the issue,” said Robert Meadow 
with Decision Research. “With 
greater information and experi¬ 
ence on the issue, the fears and 
barriers to support are coming 
down.” 

When voters were first polled 
about same-sex marriage in 1999, 
57 percent said they opposed 


same-sex marriages while only 39 
percent said they favored them. 
When the same survey was con¬ 
ducted in 2000, 50 percent said 
they opposed and 42 percent said 
they supported gay marriage. 

“There is a sense of movement 
that the voters have.

abuse issues are a strong 
! , v presence in 12-step pro¬ 
grams. So are those convicted of 
drug-related crimes who choose 
treatment over jail time. But the 
founders of Rational Recovery, an 
anti-program program, have long 
believed that dependence on 
group meetings can for many peo¬ 
ple become an addiction in itself. 

Rational Recovery, founded in 
1985 by Jack Trimpey and head¬ 
quartered in El Dorado County, 
emphasizes self recovery over 
models that believe in addiction as 
a disease, according to Brian J. 
Haley, a self-described former ad¬ 
dict and Rational Recovery advo¬ 
cate. Working from the motto, 
“Opt out of Addict-Identity,” Ra¬ 
tional Recovery also is opposed to 
requiring people to identify as life¬ 
long addicts in order to receive so¬ 
cial support services, housing, 
child custody, and other rights 
and privileges that are often given 
on the condition that one remains 
in treatment. 

Rational Recovery proponents 
will be making presentations in 
San Francisco this week in an effort

to educate addicts and city officials 
about options beyond the more 
popular models of treatment. 

“Instead of recovering com¬ 
pletely from addiction and mov¬ 
ing on with life, many people in 
12-step programs become depen¬ 
dent on groups and feel they must 
live one day at a time,” said Haley. 
“We’ll be working with the city of 
San Francisco to take on the pop¬ 
ulation of people that are having 
real trouble wrapping their minds 
around the incurable disease 
model of addiction. We believe a 
person can identify addiction as a 
problem and recover completely 


Viacom pushes 
cable carriers to 
carry gay channel

S ix months after Viacom’s de¬ 
velopment of a gay televi¬ 
sion channel leaked out to 
the press, the media giant is 
pulling out all the stops to con¬ 
vince cable operators and satellite 
providers to carry the channel. 

In order to better sell the con¬ 
cept, Viacom has produced a short 
film about the marketing to the 
gay community and is touting the 
success of its current gay pro¬ 
gramming, such as Queer as Folk 
and the Tales of the City series. The 
company has also launched what 
is believed to be the first dedicated 
block of weekly programming for 
the gay market. 

Carried on its Showtoo chan¬ 
nel, Showtime is airing a gay 
movie, an episode of its cartoon 
series Queer Duck , and an episode 
of Queer as Folk every Wednesday 
night. The company hopes good 
ratings for that night will help to 
sell its gay channel, which is tenta¬ 
tively scheduled to be launched in 
2003. 

“We are in development. The 
big issue is getting distribution,” 
said Gene Falk, who oversees 
Showtime’s Digital Media Group 
and is responsible for all of the 
company’s new business opportu¬ 
nities, business development ac¬ 
tivities, and new media ventures. 
“We are talking to cable carriers if 
they are likely to carry it.” 

Speaking at a New York Times- 
sponsored talk as part of the 26th 
San Francisco International Les¬ 
bian and Gay Film Festival, Falk 
said that while nothing is concrete, 


Viacom is leaning toward making 
the new gay channel both sub¬ 
scription and advertising based. 
Most likely, he said subscribers 
would be charged between $6 to 
$8 a month to receive the channel. 

As for the content of the new 
channel, Falk said that has yet to 
be decided. He said it would prob¬ 
ably be a mix of films and new 
programming. 

“There are great gay and les¬ 
bian films out there that never get 
exposure,” he said. “A gay channel 
could provide for breaking news 
and media coverage of gay issues.” 

Having a dedicated 24-hour 
channel would also provide for a 
better representation of the entire 
jgay, lesbian, bisexual, and trans¬ 
gender spectrum, Falk told the au¬ 
dience at the Yerba Buena Center 
for the Arts Theater. 

“Television mainly shows 
white, young male images still,” 
said Falk. “With a 24-hour chan¬ 
nel there is the opportunity to 
show the whole diversity of the 
community. If we program that 
way we will see what the audience 
response is.” 

Loren Javier, the cultural media 
manager for the Gay and Lesbian 
Alliance Against Defamation, said 
he is hopeful that such a wide va¬ 
riety of gay images will be found 
on the new channel. As a gay 
Pinoy, Javier said it is hard for him 
to find representation of himself 
in mainstream media. 

“There is a lot of opportunity 
here and a lot of stories to be told,” 
said Javier. “The community is very 
diverse and there will be a lot of 
scrutiny. But there will also be a lot 
of support for a gay channel.” ▼ 


through planned permanent ab¬ 
stinence.” 

Haley said he has been clean 
and sober for the past four years, 
and that he spent his first three 
years of recovery in AA and Nar¬ 
cotics Anonymous, but found 
himself “constantly having to re¬ 
live the pain of the addiction.” 

“People who were 15 years 
clean would come in and say ‘I’m 
a drunk and a loser and I felt like 
drinking today.’ And I thought, 
‘God, what is this about? I don’t 
want to be like that 15 years down 
the road.’” 

Granted, Rational Recovery - 
although critical of what it calls 
the “cult” status of 12-step pro¬ 
grams - is not without its own 
slogans, beliefs, or products. 
Trimpey has trademarked his “Ad¬ 


dictive Voice Recognition Tech¬ 
nique,” which he says allows ad¬ 
dicts to maintain their sense of 
power and recognize it is not 
them, but their minds, that always 
want to drink or do drugs. Ratio¬ 
nal Recovery also shuns the idea 
of group meetings of any kind, 
based on their tendencies to 
mimic 12-step organizations. 

Still, for those interested in its 
message, a couple of events are 
happening on Wednesday, July 10 
in San Francisco. 

At 4 p.m., Haley will be mak¬ 
ing a presentation to the San 
Francisco Drug Abuse Advisory 
Board asking it to adopt regula¬ 
tions that require new clients to be 
told about recovery options other 
than 12-step programs. The meet¬ 
ing takes place at 1663 Mission 
Street, suite 204. 

And at 8 p.m., Haley and 
Trimpey will present a discussion 
entitled “Opt Out of Addict-Iden¬ 
tity” at Civic Center Park across 
from City Hall. 

Bigger goals for Rational Re¬ 
covery include opening a San 
Francisco center for people re¬ 
quired to seek treatment; the cen¬ 
ter would be self-recovery based 
but assign case workers to oversee 
requirements of urinalysis, back to 
work training, and other condi¬ 
tions of the court.

it’s a decision he has never regret¬ 
ted. [For more on the B.A.R. inter¬ 
view with McKellen, see the Out 
There column, page 26.] 

On Sunday, he appeared to have 
a great time taking in the cheers 
from the crowd. Wearing a white 
jacket and slacks, McKellen tipped 
his hat and waved the Union Jack 
as the crowd roared its approval. 

Actress Sharon Gless, who 
plays the mother of a gay son on 
Showtime’s Queer as Folk, was an¬ 
other crowd favorite and seemed 
equally appreciative of the crowd. 

Singer Nancy Sinatra also drew 
cheers, as did the community 
grand marshals: city Treasurer 
Susan Leal, gay activist Hoover Lee, 
and transgender activists Christo¬ 
pher Lee and Shawna Virago. 

The parade started promptly at 
10:30 a.m. with the roar of the 
Women’s Motorcycle Contingent. 
As has become custom, it ended 
hours later. 

The parade, with the theme, “Be 
Yourself, Change the World,” in¬ 
cluded an estimated 7,500 marchers 
along Market Street, including more 
motorized contingents than ever be¬ 
fore, and the addition of five newly 
purchased floats. One other notice¬ 
able change this year was increased 
television coverage of the leather 
community, a step made possible in 
large part by advocacy from leather 
activists themselves. Bears, dykes on 
bikes, politicos, international 
groups, drag queens, and everyone 
in between had a presence. 

Following the grand marshals, 
nearly 200 contingents marched, 
rode and otherwise strutted their 
stuff under sunny skies. Marriage 
Equality California’s float told sev¬ 
eral stories, as people acted out 
sketches of the rights denied to gays 
and lesbians, such as hospital visi¬ 
tation, immigration rights, and the 
ability to file joint tax returns. 

The Imperial Court’s float had 
a patriotic theme, while the Bay 
Area American Indian Two-Spir- 
its contingent had a magnificent 
float and Native American music. 

The parade’s diversity extend¬ 
ed to virtually all cultures - Lati¬ 
nos, Asians, and African Ameri¬ 
cans marched - and all ages, in¬ 
cluding the popular PFLAG 
marchers, youth from many gay- 
straight alliances, and seniors. 

The combination of near-per¬ 
fect weather, a diverse festival with 
10 different entertainment stages, 
and a variety of celebrity appear¬ 
ances all helped the Pride Parade 
and Celebration exceed its project¬ 
ed donation revenues, Pride Exec¬ 
utive Director Teddy Witherington 
told the B.A.R. on Monday, July 1. 

Although the exact amount of

funds raised has not yet been cal¬ 
culated, Witherington said that 
the community nonprofit organi¬ 
zations counting on the admission 
donations will be “very happy.” 

Similarly, putting an estima¬ 
tion on attendance also proved 
difficult just one day after the fes¬ 
tivities came to a close. The San 
Francisco Chronicle at first esti¬ 
mated anywhere from 300,000 to 
one million, quite a large range, 
but Witherington guessed that at¬ 
tendance was “about the same” as 
last year’s estimated one million 
parade participants and observers. 

“We’re still evaluating atten¬ 
dance numbers,” said Withering¬ 
ton. “Some said it seemed a bit 
lighter, others said it seemed more 
crowded. We’ll be better able to 
figure out a number when the do¬ 
nations reach their final tally.” 

Witherington also reported no 
major incidents at the parade or 
festival, “besides the thousands of 
little things that happen at an 
event like this.” And he credited 
the parade’s grand marshals with 
setting a tone of inclusiveness. 


“It was great to see everybody 
up there together: from Ian McK¬ 
ellen to Christopher Lee and 
Shawna Virago to Hoover Lee and 
Susan Leal,” he said. “They were all 
very accessible to the crowds.” 

Official Pride activities kicked 
off on Saturday, June 29 at the 
Civic Center. Highlights of the day 
included Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden’s (D-San Francisco) an¬ 
nual domestic partnership cere¬ 
mony, organized in large part by 
her LGBT liaison Kirsten Boyd 
and hosted with the help of Su¬ 
pervisors Tom Ammiano and 
Mark Leno. More than 200 cou¬ 
ples recited their vows, many of 
them in traditional and non-tra- 
ditional wedding attire. 

On Sunday’s main stage, Dead 
or Alive, Marc Almond, and Pansy 
Division all played to a thunder¬ 
ous reception. 

“The marchers were awesome, 
the performers were awesome,” 
said Witherington. “Everyone was 
awesome.” 

Hundreds of thousands in at¬ 
tendance seemed to agree. ▼

Pres. AIDS council meets in D.C.

i®P he Presidential Advisory 
I Council on HIV/AIDS fo¬ 
cused on the issue of ap¬ 
proval of a rapid test for HIV at its 
June 21-22 meeting in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. Depending upon the 
site, about a third of the people 
who take an HIV test in the U.S. 
do not return to learn the results 
of that test. Rapid tests - those 
that yield results in an hour or less 
- are used elsewhere in the world 
but not in the United States. Some 
have pointed the finger at regula¬ 
tory restrictions as the reason why. 

Patients not following up is. 
“the worst of both worlds,” said 
PACHA co-chair Tom Coburn, a 
physician and conservative former 
congressman from Oklahoma. Pa¬ 
tients’ “had a worry and they don’t 
know the answer, so they don’t 
know how to modify their health 
care” or behavior. He argued that 
rapid testing also can “bring peo¬ 
ple into treatment early, to save 
lives.” 

Bernard Branson presented a 
briefing for the Centers for Dis¬ 
ease Control and Prevention. He 
said rapid testing would result in 
an estimated 8,000-10,000 more 
people a year learning that they 
are HIV-positive. But it also would 
result in a similar number of “false 
positives,” people told that they 
had HIV, when in fact a second 
confirmatory test would reveal 
that they were not infected with 
the virus. Rather, the initial test 
was faulty. 

CDC official Edward Baker ex¬ 
plained that the Clinical Labora¬ 
tory Improvement Amendments 
of 1988 require that a test be both 
simple and have “an insignificant 
risk of an erroneous result” in 
order for regulations to be waived 
and allow a test to be conducted 
outside of a regulated laboratory. 
The view has been that HIV tests 


do not qualify, however, it appears 
that some rapid HIV tests have 
entered the Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration approval process. 

Oregon HIV director Mark 
Loveless represented the National 
Alliance of State and Territorial 
AIDS Directors in supporting 
rapid HIV testing. “People who 
have rapid tests are much more 
likely to be connected with service 
in a timely fashion,” he said. “And 
knowledge of status is a significant 
factor in changing behavior. If you 
know your status you are much 
more likely to change your behav¬ 
ior and reduce the risk to your 
partners.” 

Loveless argued that rapid tests 
are more cost effective. Avoiding 
“the huge infrastructure required 
to monitor testing could save as 
much as 50 percent of the cost of 
an equivalent implementation 
strategy.” He also believes that a 
widely available test “has a signif¬ 
icant potential for reducing the 
AIDS testing stigma ... and nor¬ 
malize this test.” 

During discussion, PACHA 
member Jim Driscoll admitted 
that there is “a big trade off be¬ 
tween quality control and access.” 
He believes that current restric¬ 
tions are “a barrier to health care 
to people at the margins of soci¬ 
ety.” 

Brent Minor cautioned that 
counseling has to be part of the 
equation and should not be for¬ 
gotten in the rush to simply test 
people for HIV. 

Stuart Burden worried about 
the potential for abuse by employ¬ 
ers, insurance carriers, and others. 
Coburn responded that every type 
of HIV test has the potential for 
abuse and “there are laws on the 
books addressing that.” 

PACHA voted to send a letter 
to the White House expressing its 
strong support for rapid HIV test¬ 
ing, and if necessary, the prodding 
of the FDA not to restrict such 


tests. 

A subsequent series of presen¬ 
tations and discussions on pre¬ 
vention issues highlighted areas of 
disagreement between members 
of PACHA who support many of 
the current prevention activities 
and those who favor programs 
that only teach abstinence. 

“The AIDS epidemic is mainly 
a function of multiple sexual part¬ 
ners or injecting drug-using part¬ 
ners through the very early and 
highly infectious stages of the dis¬ 
ease. During the first weeks and 
months of infection [HIV] may 
be 100 to 1,000 times more com¬ 
municable than it is at other times 
later during the natural history,” 
said Franklin Judson, director of 
public health for Denver. 

Some experts believe that this 
window from point of infection to 
the development of antibodies to 
the virus is when half of all new 
transmissions occur in the United 
States. It is a fact that PACHA ig¬ 
nored in its discussion, just as the 
CDC has ignored it in its five-year 
“blueprint” for reducing the level 
of new HIV infections in this 
country. 

PACHA member Joe S. Mcll- 
haney, a leading advocate of absti¬ 
nence-only programs, focused 
upon prevention programs that 
teach sexual abstinence until mar¬ 
riage and monogamy as the best 
way to reduce the spread of HIV. 

Somewhat surprisingly, he also 
said, “Nobody will argue that con¬ 
doms can reduce the risk of HIV 
infection.” But he downplayed 
their effectiveness, saying that 
even with best practices there is a 
15 percent rate of failure with 
condoms, a figure that many 
would dispute. 

What was most encouraging 
about the discussion that followed 
was the movement away from po¬ 
larizing language toward common 
ground. There was consensus that 
kids are not always well equipped 


to handle sex at an early age and 
most would be better off deferring 
sex and limiting their number of 
partners. 

There was clarification that 
condoms could be “discussed” but 
not “advocated” in abstinence- 
only programs, though surely 
there remain differences as to 
what constitutes discussion and 
advocacy. And there was a realiza¬ 
tion that prevention messages 
need to be shaped and targeted to 
individual communities of those 
at risk. 

William Steiger, special assis¬ 
tant for global health to Health 
and Human Services Secretary 
Tommy Thompson, briefed 
PACHA on international issues. 
He said the $500 million mother 
and child initiative announced the 
previous day by President Bush 
represented “an exponential in¬ 
crease in resources going to this 
problem.” He compared it to the 
$10 million annually that the 
largest funder in this area, the 
Elizabeth Glazer Foundation, is 
currently spending. 

Some of the federal money will 
be spent in this fiscal year, that is, 
by the end of September. It will in¬ 
clude building infrastructure in 
southern African nations, build¬ 
ing capacity through training pro¬ 
grams with U.S. hospitals, and in 
some instances, where appropri¬ 
ate, the comprehensive use of an¬ 
tiretroviral therapy. 

Steiger said that Thompson 
will lead a delegation of senior 
U.S. officials to the upcoming XIV 
International AIDS Conference, 
July 7-12 in Barcelona, Spain. He 
will address the conference and 
hold a series of meetings with of¬ 
ficials of other governments. 

“It is a measure of how seri¬ 
ously this administration is taking 
this,” said Steiger.

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Companies freeze HIV drug prices

. % laxoSmithKline, the largest 
| supplier of drugs for treat- 
1 ing HIV disease, announced 
a price freeze on all of those prod¬ 
ucts for all payers, through Janu¬ 
ary 2004. In a June 20 news re¬ 
lease, the company cited the 
shortfall in federal funding for 
AIDS Drug Assistance Programs 
run by the states as its primary 
reason for acting. 

“We will do our part with this 
short-term price freeze,” said Peter 
Hare, a vice president for GSK. 
“However, a sustainable system 
must be set in place to adequately 
fund state ADAPs.” 

Pfizer had announced a similar 
freeze while the pharmaceutical 
companies Abbott, Bristol-Myers 
Squibb, and Roche had an¬ 
nounced more limited freezes that 
covered pricing for ADAP and 
Medicaid. 

“This is a very good develop¬ 
ment, especially from Glaxo be¬ 
cause they are the overall market 
leader,” said Martin Delaney with 
Project Inform. “It puts much 
more pressure on the remaining 
companies with smaller market 
shares to meet the terms ” 

Other observers were not so 
sure. They argued that focusing a 
price freeze on ADAP would have 
sent the political message that it is 
ADAP that is in trouble and needs 


fixing. A broader freeze sent the 
message that HIV drug prices 
were the issue. That perhaps 
might lessen the political pressure, 
and also might be a disincentive 
for industry to invest in research 
to develop the next round of ther¬ 
apies, some observers noted. 

The most important thing is 
that state ADAP programs will 
know “what I paid for the treat¬ 
ment this year will be the same 
next year,” said Bill Arnold, with 
the ADAP Working Group. That 
translates into not having to spend 
an additional $50-60 million, or 
losing about 7,500 treatment slots. 

The ADAP Working Group 
projects a $162 million shortfall in 
ADAP funding this year, but Con¬ 
gress declined to make a supple¬ 
mental appropriation when it 
passed a broad emergency fund¬ 
ing bill in June. A dozen states 
have either imposed waiting lists 
for new enrollees, raised the crite¬ 
ria to qualify for assistance, or cut 
back the number of drugs covered 
by their programs. At least that 
many states are discussing similar 
reductions. 

“The data is pretty clear, not 
just for AIDS but for any disease, 
when you start cutting back on 
formularies, people get sicker and 
end up in the hospital,” said 
Arnold. “The community is better 
off with people not so sick and 
continuing to work.” 

The Presidential Advisory 


Council on HIV/AIDS wrote to 
the White House on May 1 rec¬ 
ommending increased funding for 
ADAP and that the administra¬ 
tion “modify 1,115 waivers on 
state Medicaid programs to maxi¬ 
mize the ability of ADAP funds to 
serve more people.” 

The item was again on 
PACHA’s agenda when it met on 
June 21. 

“If we don’t find new money, 
30-40 states will have waiting 
lists,” said Hank McKinnell, chair¬ 
man and CEO of Pfizer. He sug¬ 
gested that the industry price 
freeze set the right climate for get¬ 
ting the president and Congress to 
do their parts in resolving the 


growing crisis. 

PACHA co-chair Tom Coburn, 
a physician and former Republi¬ 
can congressman from Okla¬ 
homa, emphasized the need to 
find and root out “waste” in Ryan 
White AIDS programs and redi¬ 
rect that money to ADAP. He as¬ 
serted, “There is plenty of money 
to fund every ADAP program,” 
based upon examples of waste and 
fraud he had read about in the 
press. 

Coburn also noted that the 
pharmaceutical industry gives 
away a lot of free drugs through 
access programs for the indigent. 

Joe Mcllhaney, another conser-

The Supreme 
Court just says no

T he following is an occasion¬ 
al column compiled by the 
AIDS Legal Referral Panel 
on issues of concern to people liv¬ 
ing with HIV/AIDS. 

Dear AIDS Legal Referral Panel: 

I have a recommendation from 
my doctor to use medical marijua¬ 
na to help alleviate some of the 
symptoms of HIV/AIDS that I live 
with. Thanks to my doctor and my 
local cannabis club, I am feeling 
much better, eating regularly, and 
even putting back on weight! The 
bad news is that I live in federal¬ 
ly-funded public housing, which 
has a zero-tolerance attitude 
about this kind of thing. They've 
even threatened to evict me if I 
light up. Say it ain't so! 

- Not So Dazed But Very 
Confused in S.F. 

Dear Not So Dazed But Very Con¬ 
fused, 

I’m afraid it is so. Although 
Californians voted to pass Propo¬ 
sition 215 in 1996, thereby legaliz¬ 
ing medical marijuana for seri¬ 
ously ill people, the United States 
Supreme Court unanimously 
ruled in May 2001 that federal 
anti-drug laws make no exception 
for medical marijuana users 
under Proposition 215. This 
means the federal government can 
ban the substance on its property, 
including public housing develop¬ 
ments, even if you have a doctor’s 
approval. 

It gets even worse. On March 
26, 2002, the United States 
Supreme Court unanimously 
voted to allow housing authorities 
in Oakland to evict low-income 
tenants for drug activity they 


knew nothing about. The court, in 
quoting Congress, stated that drug 
dealers have imposed a “reign of 
terror” in public housing projects, 
and, therefore, all drugs, including 
medicinal marijuana, are banned. 

The Supreme Court over¬ 
turned the lower courts’ rulings, 
which were in favor of the tenants 
and against the no-fault eviction 
policy. This policy is illustrated by 
the tenants’ stories: 

Pearlie Rucker, 63, has a 
mentally disabled 
daughter who was 
caught with cocaine 
three blocks away 
from the housing 
project; Willy Lee, 

71, and Barbara 
Hill, 67, have grand¬ 
sons who were ar¬ 
rested for smoking marijuana in a 
nearby parking lot; and Herman 
Walker, 75, is a partially paralyzed 
man whose caretaker hid crack 
pipes in Mr. Walker’s apartment. 
The lower courts ruled in favor of 
the tenants, stating that these ten¬ 
ants had no knowledge of the 
drugs but the U.S. Supreme Court 
overturned those decisions. 

The Supreme Court’s ruling is 
based on a 1988 federal law, which 
allows public housing authorities 
to evict tenants for drug crimes by 
household members and guests. 
The court stated that a tenant who 
can’t control drug-using house¬ 
hold members and guests is a 
threat to the entire housing pro¬ 
ject. 

Federal law, specifically 42 
U.S.C.S. Sect. 1437d(l)(6), re¬ 
quires tenants in public housing 
projects to sign a lease allowing 
for evictions based on any illegal 
drug activity, regardless of their 
knowledge of such activity. 

The only bright spot on this 
issue is that such evictions are dis¬ 


cretionary, so it’s not an automat¬ 
ic eviction. This means housing 
authorities are permitted to con¬ 
sider all the circumstances prior to 
determining whether they should 
give you the boot. 

Unfortunately, even if the ille¬ 
gal drug use is off the premises, 
that activity may still be grounds 
for eviction. Obviously, what all 
this means to you is to try to find 
a safe place away from 
your housing project - 
and possibly even your 
neighborhood - to 
take your medicinal 
marijuana, so you 
don’t get kicked out. 
You should also try 
to stay in your 
neighbors’ good 
graces. 

Since 1983, ALRP has provid¬ 
ed free and low-cost legal services 
for people with HIV in the San 
Francisco Bay Area. ALRP pro¬ 
vides direct services and referrals 
to HIV-sensitive panel attorneys. 
ALRP can assist you in a variety of 
matters, including credit and 
bankruptcy, insurance and em¬ 
ployee benefits, wills and powers 
of attorney, landlord-tenant rela¬ 
tions and housing issues, govern¬ 
ment benefits, employment, con¬ 
fidentiality, and establishing child 
guardianship.

Fifteen years later, San Francis¬ 
co’s Zen Hospice Project is training 
volunteers to assist people facing 
life-threatening illnesses; maintain¬

used as a model around the world. 

To celebrate its anniversary 
and raise needed funds for its ser¬ 
vices, the Zen Hospice Project will 
host its second annual “Art and 
Healing” benefit on Thursday, July 
11 from 6:30-9 p.m. at the Golden 
Gate Club in the Presidio.

yet.” 

After his arrest with Ezerski in 
Reno, Young was turned over to 
the California Department of 
Corrections. He said being sent 
back to prison was a “real wake-up 
call” for him. 

“It was a kind of good wake-up 
call in a way,” Young added. 

Young noted that he was taking 
steps to turn his life around just 
before his arrest in April. All his 
possessions and even the clothes 
he was wearing when he was ar¬ 
rested in Reno are gone. He had 
been staying at a residential hotel 
in the Tenderloin at the time of his 
arrest in August and the manage¬ 
ment there apparently discarded 
his possessions after 30 days, 
Young said. He was beginning to 
start his life over. He got the basics 
back: a new Social Security card, a 
new driver’s license, and other 
things he needed to get work. 

“I was getting my shit togeth¬ 
er,” Young explained. 

The arrest in April shattered 
Young’s hopes and left him shak¬ 
en. 

“It scared the bejesus out of 
me,” Young told the B.A.R. 

Young said that because he’s 
been in jail before for brief peri¬ 
ods of time on various drug 
charges, he believes many of his 
friends are beginning to give up 
on him. 

On May 29, Young pleaded 
guilty to the charges of harboring 
a fugitive and lying to an FBI 


agent. Hefscheduled to be sen¬ 
tenced August 14. The assistant 
U.S. attorney who is prosecuting 
Young, Dave Hall, told the B.A.R. 
that Young faces a potential sen¬ 
tence of up to 10 years. 

Young’s attorney, Assistant 
Federal Public Defender David 
Fermino, said that although 10 
years is the maximum sentence, 
under sentencing guidelines that 
take into account Young’s non-vi¬ 
olent criminal record, Young 
would likely get four to five years 
in prison. Fermino said he will try 
to use the mitigating circum¬ 
stances surrounding Young’s 
crime to argue for a lesser sen¬ 
tence. Fermino explained that 
Young agreed to plead guilty 
rather than go to trial because 
under federal sentencing guide¬ 
lines, prison time is reduced for 
guilty pleas. Fermino noted that if 
they went to court and lost, the 
guidelines would call for more 
than six years of prison time. Fer¬ 
mino hopes to collect letters of 
support for Young that he can use 
to convince a judge to go easy on 
him. 

Fermino explained that al¬ 
though Young tried to get Ezerski 
to turn himself in, the law re¬ 
quired him to immediately notify 
police as soon as he first became 
aware that Ezerski was wanted by 
police. Fermino hopes that 
Young’s efforts to get Ezerski to 
turn himself in will be seen as a 
mitigating factor in sentencing. 

‘Super hero complex’ 

Young said he has a “super 
hero complex” and felt obligated 


to take Ezerski under his wing. 
Young said he identified with Ez¬ 
erski because of his own youthful 
struggles for survival on the 
streets of San Francisco. 

Young told the B.A.R. that he 
still strongly supports Ezerski and 
remains convinced of his inno¬ 
cence. Ezerski is awaiting trial in 
Florida for killing Anthony Mar- 
tilotto in a Fort Lauderdale hotel 
room. Ezerski maintains that he 
killed Martilotto in self-defense 
after Martilotto attacked him. 

Ezerski was initially suspected 
of killing two men in Florida be¬ 
fore assaulting a man in San Fran¬ 
cisco. He was dubbed a “gay serial 
killer” in the media and was com¬ 
pared to Andrew Cunanan, the 
gay serial killer who murdered de¬ 
signer Gianni Versace. Ezerski’s 
case was featured twice on Fox’s 
Americas Most Wanted program. 
Ezerski was cleared of the second 
murder in Florida shortly after his 
arrest in Reno. 

Ezerski denied that he attacked 
a man in San Francisco but he 
claimed he had a mutual fight 
with the man after the man re¬ 
fused to pay him for sex. San 
Francisco Police aren’t buying that 
explanation. Their investigation 
resulted in charges of assault with 
a deadly weapon and aggravated 
assault being filed against Ezerski. 
San Francisco Police Inspector 
Dominic Celaya told the B.A.R. 
that although a $25,000 felony 
warrant has been issued for Ezer¬ 
ski, whether he will ever stand 
trial in San Francisco is dependent 
on the outcome of his murder 
trial in Florida. T 


HIV tracking 
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care system. 

“This new regulation guaran¬ 
tees anyone who is infected with 
HIV will have every assurance of 
maintaining their privacy while 
allowing health workers to track 
HIV and AIDS throughout the 
testing process,” Governor Gray 
Davis said in a conference call 
Monday with reporters and AIDS 
advocates. “I encourage all Cali¬ 
fornians at risk for HIV, but who 
have avoided testing due to priva¬ 
cy concerns, to go to their doctor 
or health clinic to be tested.” 

The state’s system is similar to 
coding methods used in Mary¬ 
land, Illinois, Kentucky, Massa¬ 
chusetts, Vermont, and Puerto 
Rico. Thirty-three states track 
HIV by reporting patients’ names. 

California’s decision not to use 
a names-based system is in re¬ 


sponse to concerns that people 
would not get tested for HIV due 
to privacy and confidentiality 
concerns if they knew their names 
would be sent to the state. State 
health officials insist there is no 
way for someone to determine a 
person’s name with the coding 
system they have devised. 

“It is specifically made to be 
difficult so you couldn’t trace it 
back to a specific name,” explained 
Dr. Diana Bonta, director of the 
state’s Department of Health Ser¬ 
vices. 

Until Monday, full-blown 
AIDS cases were the only numbers 
reported, and names are used in 
that tracking. AIDS advocates 
who pushed for the new reporting 
system welcomed the new regula¬ 
tions and hope it will allow them 
to paint a better picture of how 
the virus is affecting the state’s res¬ 
idents. 

“Some counties are better than 
others at making some good esti¬ 


mates about what the epidemic 
looks like. But in fact we don’t re¬ 
ally know,” said Dana Van Gorder, 
a legislative affairs director with 
the San Francisco AIDS Founda¬ 
tion. “There are some holes, and 
a certain number of HIV-positive 
people are not getting tested. 
Nevertheless, much more com¬ 
prehensive data helps the counties 
plan for appropriate HIV ser¬ 
vices.” 

The data collected will also 
help determine where funding 
should be spent and how much 
should be allocated. California 
currently receives $108 million in 
federal funding annually for the 
care of HIV and AIDS patients. 

The Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol and Prevention has set a July 
1, 2004, deadline for all states to 
have an HIV-tracking system. 
Those that fail to implement such 
a program likely will see reduced 
funding based on the lower num¬ 
ber of reported AIDS cases. ▼ 


HIV drugs 
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vative physician, said that many 
doctors are not aware of those 
programs and suggested an edu¬ 
cation campaign. 

Philip Burgess, who works for 
Walgreens, said that many of the 
43 states in which they operate 
pharmacies have different proce¬ 
dures and forms. He suggested 
creating “best practices” guide¬ 


lines in an attempt to standardize 
those procedures. 

Pfizer’s McKinnell said that 
federal antitrust laws “prohibit 
[pharmaceutical companies] from 
talking [with each other] about 
our drug provision programs.” He 
added, PHARMA, the industry 
lobbying group, is creating a Web 
site with links to company run 
HIV drug assistance programs. 
They are trying to create a com¬ 
mon application form to reduce 
paperwork. They hope the system 


will be operational in a few 
months. 

States also can be asked to do 
more in terms of supplemental 
funding, said Karen Ivantic- 
Doucette. She suggested recycling 
drugs that are not used when pa¬ 
tients switch therapy. But federal 
law prohibits such recycling be¬ 
cause of fear of contamination.

P olice arrested six people at 
the Hidden Valley Golf Club 
in Norco, California after a 
private golf tournament which in¬ 
cluded on-course prostitution. 

“As part of the golf tourna¬ 
ment, sex acts were offered to par¬ 
ticipants for a fee,” Lisa Mc¬ 
Connell, of the Riverside County 
Sheriff’s Department, told 
Reuters. 

“There were tents set 
up around the course, 
where people could pay for 
sex.” 

Police detained 100 peo¬ 
ple and arrested three for 
pimping and pandering, 
two for prostitution, 
and one for possession 
of drugs. 

The name of the 
group sponsoring the 
tournament was not disclosed. 
McConnell said it was not clear if 
the owners of the golf club knew 
of the paid sex. 

Ah, the perfect Republican va¬ 
cation.

Meanwhile, across town in 
Riverside, a gay man was mur¬ 
dered outside a bar by a herd of 
thugs for simply walking with 
friends to his car. 

This is why it was so important 
to be standing on the sidelines at 
the Bingham Cup last weekend, 
watching teams from around the 
world huddle up, grunt, and 
groan on the pitch.

“Wow,” one woman said. “Is 
that guy pulling the other guy’s 
shorts off?”

Despite a well- 
planned media blitz and clear, 
breezy skies, only a few dozen 
people observed from the stands. 
Yet it was a coup. 

While heterosexual privilege 
results in hole-in-some fornica¬ 
tion with a cynical glee, for gay 
teams, simply organizing a sports 
event devoid of sexual shenani¬ 
gans is seen as unusual.

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Visa controversy shadows 
Barcelona AIDS conference

, ontroversy threatens to roil 
the XIV International AIDS 
Conference in Barcelona 
even before it opens on Sunday, 
July 7. Charges are flying that the 
Spanish government is denying 
visas to participants from devel¬ 
oping nations, even though it had 
pledged not to do so. Concerns 
over visas by conference organiz¬ 
ers have kept them from schedul¬ 
ing the biennial event in the U.S. 
for more than a decade. 

Many participants in a jour- 
nalist-to-journalist training pro¬ 
gram on HIV have not been able 
to obtain Spanish visas, according 
to an e-mail to colleagues from 
prize-winning reporter and au¬ 
thor Laurie Garrett, one of the or¬ 
ganizers of the program. 

The two and a half day training 


session runs immediately before 
the main conference, as do several 
other satellite program activities. 
The National Press Foundation, 
based in the U.S., is taking the lead 
role in the project, with funding 
support from the American Foun¬ 
dation for AIDS Research, the 
Gates, Knight, and Kaiser founda¬ 
tions, and pharmaceutical compa¬ 
nies Abbott and Merck. 

As of June 28, only 35 of 72 
journalists from developing coun¬ 
tries who had been offered schol¬ 
arships to attend the programs 
had been issued visas. 

“It cannot be a coincidence 
that all of the people who are hav¬ 
ing trouble obtaining Spanish 
visas are African or Asian,” said 
Garrett. Others from the develop¬ 
ing world have been more blunt in 
calling the visa denials racist. 

“As someone who has been 
covering the AIDS epidemic since 


its inception in 1981,1 can see no 
precedent for this behavior: in the 
21-year history of this epidemic, 
no nation, to my knowledge, has 
so discriminated against journal¬ 
ists, scientists, and activists trying 
to attend the International AIDS 
Conference,” Garrett wrote to 
Peter Piot, executive director of 
UNAIDS. 

Only 24 hours before the start of 
the meeting, NPF president Bob 
Meyers, on the ground in 
Barcelona, said, “Things are in flux 
and are changing.” He is “seeing a 
lot of e-mail traffic that visas are 
being issued,” though he does not 
know if the participants will be able 
to arrive in time for the program. 

“I don’t really know what the 
impact is,” he added. 

Terje Anderson, executive direc¬ 
tor of the National Association of 
People With AIDS, said they have 
been working with AIDS advocates 


in developing nations in trying to 
obtain visas. “It’s a problem of a bu¬ 
reaucracy out of control,” he said. 

The government in Madrid 
may say that it is issuing visas to 
every participant listed by confer¬ 
ence organizers, but some em¬ 
bassies are adhering to rules say¬ 
ing that applicants must have suf¬ 
ficient financial resources for the 
travel, and stipends are not 
enough, Anderson explained. 

Add to that the fact that in some 
places, such as Columbia, there is a 
six-month waiting list just to get an 
appointment at that embassy. 

“This happens every time there 
is an international conference,” 
said Anderson. “It is unfortunate 
but not surprising” in light of in¬ 
creased concerns in Europe about 
immigration and the risk of ter¬ 
rorism. “The conference will suf¬ 
fer from the limited participation 
from several countries.” T

society felt another way. I talked 
about the girls I liked, or made fun 
of queers just to prove that I was 
straight.”

Not all stu¬ 
dents would be able to do what he 
did, in this fashion.” 

“He is a great leader, an excel¬ 
lent captain,” added Chris Pavlow, 
a senior. Junior Jim McDonald 
added a definitive description:

Gay marriage 
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Mike Marshall, executive direc¬ 
tor of Californians for Civil Mar¬ 
riage, said the polling data bolsters 
his organization’s position that 
more education is needed around 
explaining gay marriage to voters. 
Through voter education initia¬ 
tives, he said his organization 
wants to increase voter support in 
California for gay marriage by 10 
percent within five years. 

“It is very clear education is the 
issue,” he said. 

The lobbying group maintains 
that legislative efforts will not be 
successful without the education 
piece.

tor for the National Center for 
Lesbian Rights.

While the poll is being touted 
to support gay marriage, the 
polling results also gives ammuni¬ 
tion to those groups pushing for 
the state Legislature to adopt a 
civil unions bill in 2003. The 
polling found a majority of those 
voters surveyed support civil 
unions. 

“The fact that over 55 percent

Bright and early in the a.m., 
BAR news editor Cynthia Laird 
and Out There are ushered into 
Pride Grand Marshal Sir Ian 
McKellen’s deluxe Tai Pei Suite at 
the 5-star Mandarin Oriental 
Hotel. Sir Ian is sure that Parade 
Day will dawn sparkly and sunny, 
even though today the suite’s 
wrap-around terrace is shrouded 
in fog. We’re charmed that his 
temporary digs already feel lived- 
in: there’s coffee brewing, and an 
ironing board is set up for a quick 
pressing. 

When Out There wonders why 
the US doesn’t have a celebrity of 
McKellen’s stature who is willing 
to be such an outspoken political 
activist, the Knighted One mod¬ 
estly supplies a long list of Ameri¬ 
can luminaries who have entered 


the political discourse, starting 
with author Armistead Maupin 

and ending with filmmaker 
Robert Redford. Well, yes, but 
nobody he mentions could ever 
play Richard III! 

What advice would Sir Ian give 
other prominent actors on com¬ 
ing out to the media and the 
world? “Enjoy yourself. Life is al¬ 
ways better when you’re honest. It 
isn’t true that your career will au¬ 
tomatically wither. My film career 
has blossomed!” 

When talk turns to home, 
McKellen says he’s disappointed 
with New Labour so far. After de¬ 
creeing that the British military 
accept openly gay people as its 
first act in power, PM Tony 
Blair’s government hasn’t mea¬ 
sured up. “I expected some day 
they’d be progressive, but they’ve 
not been. We still have that offen¬ 
sive Section 28, which prohibits 
schools from taking any positive 
stance on homosexuality.” 

After his star turn in SF Pride, 
McKellen is off to Vancouver, 
British Columbia, for three 
months on a film shoot. When we 
ask impertinently whether his 
cute young boyfriend will be join¬ 
ing him there, he says with a twin¬ 
kle in his eye: “I certainly hope 
so!” 

P.S. When Lord Somebody, 

the “man on the street” for TV-20, 
interviewed Sir Ian, the first ques¬ 
tion a befuddled Ian had for Lordy 
Lord was, with a look of slight dis¬ 
gust, “Why are you shouting at 
me?” To which the wayward Lord 
was left momentarily speechless. 

Ah well-, Knights will Knights, 
Lords will be Lords, and Queens 
will be Queens!

There we were, burning the 
midnight oil at the BAR last week 
- putting the finishing touches on 
the annual hell that is our massive 
Pride issue - when a huge tour- 
bus rolled up. We remembered 
that famed NYC drag queen Lady 
Bunny was slated to perform at 
Trannyshack that night, just 
downstairs at the Stud. Does 
Bunny really make enough money 
from Wigstock to afford a tour 
bus? 

Of course not! The tour bus 
belonged to pop singer Pink, in 
town for a show at the Warfield - 
and an afterparty at Trannyshack! 
She arrived with a decidedly dyke-

'Mamma Mia!' returns to San Francisco

1 t may be a false comfort, but 
the world suddenly seemed a 
little less grim by the end of 
Mamma Mia! Who’d have 
thought that 25 years ago, when 
ABBA was on its jingle jugger¬ 
naut, that these seemingly inane 
songs would someday become a 
solace for a shaken society? 

That probably sounds like 
oversell, but to be among 2,000 
theatergoers at the Orpheum on 
our feet, grinning like fools, and 
sharing in one another’s enthusi¬ 
asms felt, in the moment, joyful. 

Even sophisticated San Fran¬ 
cisco has been fertile ground for 
the Mamma Mia! phenomenon, 
providing a successful launching 
pad for the national tour, a tour 
begun before its opening on 
Broadway. Not long after the SF 
run, a return engagement was an¬ 
nounced, and now that run is 
being promised through Sept. 14. 

Still, there was the question of 
whether such a confection, as 
cleverly crafted as it may be, could 
hold onto its fun-factor on a sec¬ 
ond viewing. The answer is yes, 
and Mamma Mia! remains by far 
the best feel-good musical 
around. It’s not the best musical 
around, but it makes sure we all 
know it doesn’t take itself too seri¬ 
ously. That’s the best defense 
against knitted-brow criticism. 

The story imagined by Cather¬ 
ine Johnson has as its main duty 
not to tell a thoughtful story, but 
to make sure that the story finds 
excuses for the cast to perform 22 
ditties from the ABBA songbook. 
Some of the songs do seem writ¬ 


ten for a moment in the story, but 
more often the machinations are 
so blatant that you can’t help but 
laugh. 

The set is that same all-pur¬ 
pose unit that looks to be built 
from a cistern. It represents vari¬ 
ous locations on a small Greek isle 
where single-mom Donna runs a 
taverna, and where 20-year-old 
daughter Sophie is using her im¬ 
pending wedding to find out just 
who her father is. When she in¬ 
vites three likely suspects to the 
wedding, her mother is horrified 
at the sight of these ex-lovers. It all 
ends happily, but you knew that. 

The current cast is every bit as 
good as the company that first 
passed through town, even 
though the Broadway production 
scooped up terrific Louise Pitre 
for its Donna. Broadway veteran 


Dee Hoty is less earthy, but she 
creates her own appealing version, 
and she has the pipes to tear into 
her character’s “Winner Takes It 
All” showstopper. 

By savvy design, the creators of 
this production manage to have 
their way with both gay and 
straight audiences. The story, after 
all, is all about a heterosexual mar¬ 
riage and liaisons, but the earthly 
delights are provided to those 
with an appreciation for buffed 
male form in various forms of 
beachwear. All this and ABBA, too. 
Who are we to ask for anything 
more? ▼

t’s hard to muster up the ener- 
; gy to go to yet another queer 

performance during the last 
few days of June. But those who 
made it to Fresh Meat , the debut 
queer and transgender cabaret at 
the ODC Theater on June 25 & 26, 
were able to experience exactly 
what they had been missing all 
summer: a show that transformed 
the audience from spectators into 
members of the groovy revolu¬ 
tion. 

No, Fresh Meat was not consis¬ 
tently overtly political. It didn’t 
have to be: its mission was to pro¬ 
vide a venue for populations un¬ 
derrepresented in the arts. With 
that came new messages and 
meanings, often accompanied by 
high-energy perfectionism. Mario 
Balcita’s “In a Fat Gay Boy’s Skin,” 
for instance, commanded an al¬ 
most relieved discomfort by airing 
how the community’s body obses¬ 
sions relate to intimacy. And Deep 
Dick Collective’s “Intro to the Fa¬ 
mous Outlaw League of Proto- 
Negroes” wittily drew attention to 
gay racism and black homophobia 
with its chant, “Don’t let faggots 
call you nigger, and don’t let nig¬ 
gers call you faggot.” 

But the surprise stand-outs 
were in the show’s dance num¬ 
bers, strikingly moving works 
that somehow managed, with few 
or no words, to convey a bigger

picture. “Box,” by the dance com¬ 
pany Steamroller, used actual 
anti-gay messages from dancer 
Jesse Bie’s answering machine as 
the soundtrack for a genre- 
packed choreographed exchange. 
The intricate tango steps by 
Debby Kajiyama and Jose Navar- 
rete sneaked in gradually to con¬ 
vey enormous power from two of 
the smallest statures on stage. And 
House of Vogue’s deliberate 
stances were designed to “take 
voguing back to its roots in black 
inner-city gay culture” and stay 
“true to the street and battle ele¬ 
ments of the ballroom,” according 
to the artists. 

Fresh Meat billed itself as “the 


smorgasbord” of the National 
Queer Arts Festival, offering a lit¬ 
tle bit of everything. And while it 
could have whittled its line-up 
down to all dance and music, its 
inclusion of other voices, in the 
form of spoken word or skits, 
often provided a much-needed 
change of mood or pace. 

Sean Dorsey, Fresh Meat’s 
founder, who also danced in the 
performances, said the show was 
originally created in response to 
the Tranny Fest film festival and 
the Gay and Lesbian Dance Festi¬ 
val taking hiatuses this year. But it 
has already become apparent that 
this tasty cabaret is nowhere near 
its expiration date. T

San Francisco Symphony wraps up Russian Festival with ' Mlada'

% jP he San Francisco Sympho- 
I ny’s Russian Festival ended 
last week amid excited 
shouts of audience approval and 
giddy self-congratulation among 
performers and off-stage partici¬ 
pants. The general exhilaration 
' was understandable, considering 
the remarkable success of the en¬ 
tire massive undertaking. 

From the intimate opening 
symposium to the truly grand fi¬ 
nale, Rimsky-Korsakov’s fantastic 
opera Mlada, this was a series of 
uncommon interest and consis¬ 
tently high musical values. With 
Michael Tilson Thomas on the 
podium throughout and a parade 
of exceptional guest soloists, the 
celebration of Russia’s rich musi¬ 
cal heritage will go down in mem¬ 
ory with the Mahler and Stravin¬ 
sky festivals as the benchmark for 
such events. 

There were several delightful 
“finds” among the performing 
artists. Mezzo-soprano Susanna 
Poretsky appeared at short notice 
for contralto Nathalie Stutzmann, 
who was unable to perform in 
Shostakovich’s wonderful From 
Jewish Folk Poetry. Her steady and 
beautiful voice revealed a singer 
on the brink of stardom. Poretsky 
also made an indelible impression 
as the evil Morena in Mlada. Her 
renditions of various songs at the 
symposium further illustrated a 
gratifying character and depth.

Soprano Ljuba Kazarnovskaya 
betrayed more “Slavonic wobble” 
in her contributions to the 
Shostakovich song cycle and the 
role of Princess Voislava in the 
Rimsky-Korsakov opera. Many 
will consider that generous vibra¬ 
to and slightly acid edge an id¬ 
iomatic trait of Russian tech¬ 
nique. Her attractive stage pres¬ 
ence and passionate involvement 
also earned high marks with lis¬ 
teners. 

Among the men, the best con¬ 
tributions came in Mlada. A 
smoldering performance by Ar¬ 
menian bass Tigran Martirossian 
as the bad Prince Mstivoy con¬ 
trasted well with the rather face¬ 


less but pleasingly sung good 
Prince Yaromir of tenor Gegam 
Grigorian. 

In smaller parts, countertenor 
Brian Asawa, with his haunting 
tone and exquisite pitch, was pre¬ 
dictably excellent as the Czech 
bard Lumir. Baritone Vladimir 
Glushchak as the High Priest and 
tenor David Peters and bass-bari¬ 
tone Philip Skinner as the First 
and Second Tradesmen earned 
special mention as well. 

Non-singing soloists also 
burned up the stage during the 
festival. We’ve already noted pi¬ 
anist Garrick Ohlsson; Vladimir 
Feltsman was next at the concert 
grand. His incendiary rendition of 
Prokofiev’s rarely heard Piano 
Concerto No. 2 in G minor ended 
with both performer and audi¬ 
ence on their feet. Feltsman 
jumped from the keys in a final 
gesture of strength and triumph, 
and the crowd leapt up at the 
same time in wild acclaim. It was a 
vindication for the concerto, and 
a fabulous example of Feltsman’s 
almost frightening virtuosity — 
the musician as athlete. 

Art’s reply 

The most completely satisfying 
evening overall was devoted to 
one of the 20th century’s most 
tortured artists. Titled An Artist's 
Response: Music of Shostakovich, 
the concert portrayed several as¬ 
pects of the composer’s compli¬ 
cated response to writing under 
an oppressive regime. 
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amazing outpouring of emotion. 

The Shostakovich concert also 
exhibited feelings of a more inti¬ 
mate nature. From Jewish Folk Po¬ 
etry is a charming and musically 
sophisticated collection of songs. 
Tenor Vsevolod Grivnov joined 
with Poretsky and Kazarnovskaya 
to portray a varied range of char¬ 
acters. It was a happy discovery for 
audience members unfamiliar 
with the composer’s impressive 
vocal works. 

Rimsky-Korsakov’s Mlada is 
called an opera, but it is really a 
spectacular hybrid, equal parts 
ballet, symphony and choral can¬ 
tata. The SFS performances uti¬ 
lized a semi-staged approach, with 
attractive scenic and costume de¬ 
signs by Sandra J. Woodall, stage 
direction by Peter McClintock, 
and marvelously effective lighting 
by Jack Carpenter. 

The production trio has previ¬ 
ously worked for the SF Ballet, 
with another alumnus, Val Cani- 
parolli, joining them as choreog¬ 
rapher. Prima ballerina Evelyn 
Cisneros came out of retirement 
to dance his steps as the titular 
heroine Princess Mlada. 

No one could pretend that 
Rimsky-Korsakov’s ambitious of¬ 
fering is unflawed. The story is 
fairy-tale claptrap, and the singers 
must contend with a nonsensical 
libretto. Still, the music is fabu¬ 
lous, and it had a tremendous in¬ 
fluence on such composers as 
Stravinsky and Prokofiev. The lu¬ 
minous transparency of the or¬ 
chestration must have impressed 
Debussy as well. 

The choral writing is gorgeous, 
and Vance George’s SFS Chorus 
managed the Russian text with 
their customary aplomb. The 
singers were uniformly excellent, 
and La Cisneros was breathtaking, 
though she had little physical 
space in which to dance. Some 
lovely posing highlighted her per¬ 
formance, and an entrance from 
the audience was wonderfully the¬ 
atrical. T 


Candide is coming

J uly is cold in San Francisco, but that doesn’t mean there won’t 
be some hot times indoors at Davies Hall. The venerable Pops 
concerts have evolved in recent years into the Summer in the City 
series, a more formal season of sit-down offerings sans picnic bas¬ 
kets. The most highly anticipated events are three staged concert per¬ 
formances of Leonard Bernstein’s legendary Candide, July 18-20. 

Numerous revivals have not corrected the book problems with 
every musical-lover’s favorite cult classic. Still, it has always sported 
an embarrassment of riches in the glorious music and outrageous¬ 
ly clever lyrics by Lillian Heilman, Dorothy Parker, John La Touche 
and Stephen Sondheim. Bernstein’s concert version dumps most of 
the dialogue, and concentrates on the cynical wit of the score. 

Leave it to Lenny to have created a genuine Broadway operetta. 
The influences are a riotous blend of everyone from Strauss to Pa¬ 
ganini, but the sound is vintage Bernstein. The world-weary wisdom 
of Voltaire comes to brilliant life, and the results are often hilarious. 

The cast for this go-round features Jason Danieley as Candide. 
The talented, handsome actor starred in the most recent Broadway 
revival, and his wife Marin Mazzie (star of Kiss Me, Kate ) plays the 
saucy maid Paquette. George Hearn follows his triumph last sum¬ 
mer in Sweeney Todd as Voltaire/Pan gloss, and the fabulous Rita 
Moreno is the Old Lady. Her version of “I Am So Easily Assimilat¬ 
ed” should be a hoot. 

The San Francisco Symphony is the “pit band.” The SFS Chorus 
will join them. Jennifer Welch-Babidge and the estimable Stanford 
Olsen fill out the cast, and the conductor is Patrick Summers. The 
shows will likely be the hot ticket of the series, as the concert per¬ 
formances of Sweeney Todd were all sell-outs. It looks like the 
champagne and caviar will be onstage for this Pops concert. T

As a closet subversive, 
Shostakovich lived in terror of 
Stalin’s disapproval. When Pravda 
singled him out for criticism, he 
responded with the massive Sym¬ 
phony No. 5. Supposedly opti¬ 
mistic in tone, it proved that no 
one could write more sardonical¬ 
ly. Aside from the gloriously 
empty bombast of the victory 
march, the Fifth also contains 
some of the composer’s most rue¬ 
ful and sorrowful thoughts. 

Coming at long last to 
Shostakovich, Tilson Thomas has 
shaken off all memories of his 
mentor Leonard Bernstein’s links 
to the composer. The drama and 
orchestral brilliance of these won¬ 
derful scores are a natural for 
MTT. The affinity he shows for 
Mahler can find a more contem¬ 
porary home with the likewise 
universal voice of the frightened 
Russian genius. 

The performance of the Sym¬ 
phony was lovingly, brilliantly 
crafted. Perhaps, MTT’s own 
Russian roots may allow him a 
deeper understanding. It is certain 
that his maturity and musical 
mastery can lend an almost un¬ 
bearable poignancy to such an 
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“HILARIOUS!”

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Independence Day revisited

othing like a flag or a 

li colonoscopy to remind 
one of the power of 
democracy. Here it is the first In¬ 
dependence Day since 9-11, and 
our civics lesson comes not from 
remembering the heroism of 
Americans who gave their 
lives in the struggles for 
freedom both here 
and abroad, but from 
watching the rally- 
round-the-flag cry 
over the 9th Circuit 
Court of Appeals rul¬ 
ing that the phrase 
“under God” 
rendered the 
Pledge of Alle¬ 
giance uncon¬ 
stitutional, and seeing the Presi¬ 
dent tell the nation he’d be “out of 
it” for a while during a routine 
colonoscopy and was thus making 
a formal transfer of power 
through the Congress to the Vice- 
President because these are “times 
of war.” “Not for too long,” the 
President quipped, perhaps imag¬ 
ining Dr. Strangelove, er, we mean 
Dick Cheney, rubbing his hands 
like some Bondian villain at the 
prospect of having control of the 
world’s last remaining superpow¬ 
er, if only for a few hours. 

We take TV for granted. Per¬ 
haps because so much of what airs 
is dreck, we eschew TV as low¬ 
brow and unnecessary. But con¬ 
sider all we are privy to simply be¬ 
cause this electronic medium ex¬ 
ists and the majority of us have 
access to it. 

We have never been to Alaska, 
for example, though that pristine 
wilderness is a place we would like 
to visit before the Republicans de¬ 
stroy it completely. Good Morning 
America correspondent Don 
Dahler was there last week report¬ 
ing for the ABC morning show. 
The vistas were breathtaking, the 


factoids intriguing, and we felt, 
just a bit, as if we had been on a 
little trip into the wilderness. 

Likewise, we have never been 
to China or North Korea. The 
Nightline series shown over the 
past two weeks was chilling, de¬ 
tailing the catastrophic famine in 
North Korea (2 million people 
have died of starvation in the past 
three years alone), and the at¬ 
tempts by many North 
Koreans to flee to 
China, where they 
must hide their iden¬ 
tities or be deported 
and imprisoned for 
life, or even executed. 
Except for its role 
as a “rogue na¬ 
tion” and part 
of George 
Bush’s triptych 
of evil, North Korea flies under 
the international radar. As does 
the starvation of its citizens. Good 
TV takes us on journeys we other¬ 
wise would not make. 

Slander & slap-down 

Much as we love Nightline, as it 
is an unparalleled public service 
program and deserves a full hour 
from the network, we are quite 
miffed that its extension comes at 
the expense of the only balanced, 
articulate and edgy talk show on 
network TV, Politically Incorrect 
with Bill Maher. After nearly 10 
years providing a rousing mix of 
liberals and conservatives, men 
and women, whites and people of 
color, Jews and Muslims, gays and 
straights and all manner of other 
political configurations on his 
program, Maher’s last show aired 
June 28. PI was tossed by ABC 
after Maher said days after 9-11 
what everyone, including Bush, 
says now: the terrorists who at¬ 
tacked on 9-11 are tougher than 
we gave them credit for. One of 
Maher’s frequent guests has been 
the ever-annoying pin-up girl for 
sexy conservatism, Ann Coulter. 


Maher was one of the few to face 
Coulter down, though Katie 
Couric did a fine job this past 
week when Coulter did a guest 
turn on The Today Show to pro¬ 
mote her new book trashing the 
“liberal” media, Slander. Though 
Couric didn’t actually slap Coul¬ 
ter, it did look for a few minutes 
like the fighting femmes might 
duke it out. We think Couric won. 
We know she has a better colorist 
and way better shoes. 

The irony of Maher’s dissent¬ 
ing voice being silenced days be¬ 
fore Independence Day is not lost 
on us. Maher is too smart and 
savvy (and funny) to be left idling 
for long. Cable will no doubt snap 
him up. But cable doesn’t need 
Maher’s irreverent voice, network 
TV does. 

When Nightline goes to an 
hour on July 15, Ted Koppel’s first 
guest will be David Letterman. We 
like Letterman a lot, but this isn’t 
what we’d hoped for that extra 
half-hour. Where ABC hasn’t 
failed is with its reality TV offer¬ 
ings this summer. The stellar se¬ 
ries Houston Medical and State V 
provide VCR alerts every Tuesday 
and Wednesday nights. 

HIV/AIDS gets little airplay 
these days, since the epidemic 
ended in the minds of TV execs. 
Where it still features regularly is 
the unlikely venue of soap opera. 
Perhaps because so many of the 
cast and crew have been touched 
by the disease, the Day of Com¬ 
passion (which this year received 
not a single mention from any of 
the major networks on either their 
newscasts or morning shows) got 
top billing on a few soaps, notably 
ABC’s All My Children (which also 
features the only queer storyline 
on TV; tune in this week for Bian¬ 
ca’s lesbian turn at the prom with 
her dead girlfriend’s twin sister) 
and General Hospital, which, with 
NBC’s Young and the Restless, fea¬ 
tured television’s first AIDS story¬ 
lines back in the days when then- 


Pres. Reagan had yet to mention 
the word, and some of us were 
spending our days chanting, “Say 
it!” outside the White House. 
Kudos to the soaps for remember¬ 
ing their (and our) dead and 
those, like some of the characters, 
living with the disease. 

Kudos also to NBC’s Tim 
Russert for holding Sen. John 
Kerry’s feet to the fire last weekend 
on Meet the Press over the issue of 
queer marriage. Discussing 
Kerry’s likely bid for the 2004 De¬ 
mocratic Presidential run, Russert 
queried Kerry on his mixed mes¬ 
sages on the subject. Kerry was 
one of a mere handful of Con- 
gresspeople who voted against the 
despicable Defense of Marriage 
Act (DoMA),but doesn’t support 
queer marriage, though he does 
support domestic partnership and 
other legal benefits for queers. 
Russert tried to get Kerry to ex¬ 
plain the contradictions, but as 
most of us know from bitter expe-

dish the Oscars and joke about 
porn; The House of Morecock 
boasts one sexy cartoon twink 
who marks new territory with his 
tumescent, mystery-seeking dong. 

The main reason there have 
historically been so few out char¬ 
acters is the obvious one, accord¬ 
ing to Queer Duck creator Mike 
Reiss. “Animation is generally 
aimed at kids,” he says, “and you 
just don’t want to be treading that 
kind of controversial ground with 
kids.” For that reason, most of the 
queer characters in the 20th cen¬ 
tury were coded. “I’ve always 
found a kind of pansexuality in 
cartoon characters,” Reiss ob¬ 
serves. He cites everyone’s favorite 
example: “Bugs Bunny is very 
open about kissing other men, 
and getting into drag at the drop 
of a hat.” 

Midnight cowboy 

Clearly, the denizens of Toon 
Town have come a long way, baby, 
since the pre-Stonewall fag-bash¬ 
ing days. Surely one of the earliest 
(if not the first) out gay character 
was the titular protagonist in 
Thank You, Masked Man. In this 
quirky animated short from 1967, 
developed by comedian Lenny 
Bruce, the masked cowboy hero 
openly declares his taboo desire 
for Tonto, with whom he hopes to 
“perform an unnatural act.” 

The villagers react poorly, to 
say the least. “Ooh, the Masked 
Man’s a fag!” they holler. “You 
dirty fag, you dang queer, you!” 
And the vitriol keeps gushing, at 
lengths both disturbing and oddly 
quaint. It’s hard to imagine this 
was ever funny, but the laughtrack 
suggests that you should be crack¬ 
ing up. 

After a verbal bashing like that, 


rience, gut-level bigotry simply 
has no explanation. 

Finally, without TV we would 
not have witnessed the rise and 
fall of Martha Stewart in all its 
fantastical proportion over the 
past few weeks. We loved David 
Letterman asking Martha’s buddy 
Tom Brokaw whether Martha was 
“going away” to prison. Brokaw, 
Letterman’s fishing buddy, de¬ 
murred. But the apogee came at 
week’s end when Martha, wielding 
a knife and looking just a tad too 
much like her caricaturish coun¬ 
terpart Anna Gasteyer on Satur¬ 
day Night Live, basically told Jane 
Clayson on CBS’s The Early Show 
to shut up and quit asking her 
questions about the stock market, 
and let her finish making her 
salad, dammit. 

Where would we be 
without TV? Dishless in 
Danville, and far more ignorant 
as well. Happy fireworks, and

gay characters seemed to know 
their place, remaining hidden in 
their closets for the next two 
decades. But then came The Simp¬ 
sons, the most successful animat¬ 
ed TV show of all time. For 13 
years now, creator Matt Groening 
and his outstanding team have 
wielded a gay sensibility as they 
poke fun at everything, from 
Christianity and Republicans to 
Hinduism and environmentalists. 
That list includes closeted queers, 
too: Pity poor Waylon Smithers, 
the professional toady/Girl Friday 
to the most deliciously evil corpo¬ 
rate magnate in all of TV Land, 
Montgomery Burns. Smithers’ un¬ 
requited crush for his boss is leg¬ 
endary, but despite mounting evi¬ 
dence (like the screensaver of a 
naked Mr. Burns on his comput¬ 
er), Smithers believes his love dare 
not speak its name. The Simpsons 
even featured a hilarious Spring- 
field Pride Parade this past season 
— but Smithers, along with 
Marge’s sister Patty, rode con¬ 
cealed on the “Stayin’ in the Clos¬ 
et” float. 

Newer than The Simpsons and 
(thanks to its cable home) more 
abrasive, South Park has also cul¬ 
tivated a button-pushing agenda. 
Their classic queer episode fea¬ 
tured Big Gay Al, who runs an an¬ 
imal sanctuary for gay pets. In the 
most politically incorrect stroke of 
genius, the 1999 feature-length 
South Park film, Bigger, Longer and 
Uncut, partnered Satan and Sad¬ 
dam Hussein as lovers. As a full¬ 
blown movie musical, with a score 
by Marc Shaiman that recalls 
Rodgers and Hammerstein and 
Leonard Bernstein, the flick also 
appeals to showtunes queens 
everywhere.

graphical. The inspired set, a ver¬

he lobby of the Kennedy 
Center at intermission looks 
like a gay bar,” quipped my 
friend Lawrence Helman. He 
should know: his license plate 
reads SNDHMQN. 

We were exiting the Eisenhow¬ 
er Theater, site of the Sondheim 
Celebration taking place in the 
nation’s capital. The ambitious 
$10 million festival, considered 
the first to honor a living compos¬ 
er on such a scale, is featuring 
fully-staged new productions of 
six Sondheim shows in repertory. 
Staged by cutting-edge directors 
and featuring Broadway veterans 
as well as up-and-coming per¬ 
formers, the series allows a rare 
opportunity to appreciate anew 
the amazing breadth of Sond¬ 
heim’s work. 

We wondered why gay men are 
attracted to Sondheim. His homo¬ 
sexuality, known by many, was 
made public in Meryle Secrest’s 
1998 biography, and his work, de¬ 
rided by some, has permanently 
changed the face of the modern 
musical stage. His protagonists 
may be relentlessly heterosexual, 
but he offers a cynical, outsider 
perspective, one that I advisedly 
call queer. 

.Sweeney, Todd, recently seen 
here in a concert version starring 
George Hearn and Patti Lupone, 
is better appreciated fully-staged. 
Award-winning Brian Stokes 
Mitchell’s amazing baritone is 
perfectly suited to the demon bar¬ 
ber of Fleet Street, the best yet in 
the role. Star of stage, screen, and 
television, Christine Baranski’s 
comic flair made her an inspired 
Mrs. Lovett, evoking the loye and 
longing of the imbalanced pie- 
maker. Hugh Panaro was a hand¬ 
some Anthony Hope, infatuated 
with the lovely Celia Keenan-Bol- 
ger as Joanna. The musical’s bril¬ 
liant evocation of London’s class 
system was accomplished with 
platforms continually rearranging 
to dramatically fill the stage. A 
sound glitch at the top of the first 
act was only momentarily dis¬ 
tracting. 

Company, the 1970 show about 
relationships and fear of commit¬ 
ment, is difficult to stage without 
seeming dated. While Sondheim 
has stated vociferously that the 
show’s creators never intended the 
character of Bobby to be gay, the 
protagonist’s inability to make an 
emotional commitment still ap¬ 
pears to be somewhat autobio¬

high energy in his depiction of the 
two Georges. Melissa Errico, also 
reminiscent of Bernadette Peters, 
was lovely, acting and singing 
beautifully. Her heartfelt paean to 
self-discovery, “Move On,” had 
much of the audience in tears. 

Still to come are Passion 
(through August 23) starring 
Michael Cerveris as Giorgio, the 
handsome soldier in love with the 
beautiful Clara (Rebecca Luker) 
but fascinated by the ailing, home¬ 
ly Fosca (Judy Kuhn). A Little 
Night Music (August 2-25) looks at 
lost loves, tender memories, and 
scandalous affairs during a week¬ 
end in the country, with a cast in¬ 
cluding Blair Brown, Randy Graff, 
Barbara Bryne, Douglas Sills and 
John Dossett. Merrily We Roll 
Along (through August 24) follows 
three now-successful childhood 
friends (Raul Esparza, Miriam 
Shor, and Michael Hayden) as they 
look back on the price they’ve paid 
to realize their dreams. 

Other Sondheim events at the 
Kennedy Center: On April 28, for¬ 
mer New York Times theater critic 
Frank Rich interviewed the artist 
himself. In the Terrace Theater, 
August 14-18, Barbara Cook 
reprises her show Mostly Sond¬ 
heim, in which she sings not only 
his compositions but also “ones he 
wishes he written.” The legendary 
soprano put together this show 
for the composer’s 70th birthday, 
brought it to San Francisco two 
years ago, and has since recorded 
it. Mandy Patinkin in Concert: Cel¬ 
ebrating Sondheim featured 
Broadway’s original star of Sunday 
in the Park with George, with Paul 
Ford on piano. From September 
3-8, The New National Theatre 
Tokyo performs Pacific Overtures 
in Japanese, with English surtitles. 

The tchotchkes in the Kennedy 
Center gift shop were disappoint¬ 
ingly tacky, but I did splurge for 
the handsome if overpriced pro¬ 
gram, with writings by Clive 
Barnes, Martin Gottfried, Frank 
Rich, Meryle Secrest and others. 
And you can be sure that

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Queer Literature 101 

Revised 'Gay & Lesbian Literary Heritage'

laude J. Summers is our 
kind of academic. Having 
"•/' taken an early retirement 
from being a William E. Stirton 
Professor of English at the Uni¬ 
versity of Michigan, he’s just set¬ 
tled down in New Orleans with 
his lover of 40 years, Ted. 

“I really love New Orleans,” 
Prof. Summers noted over the 
phone the other day. He especially 
loves Mardi Gras. “You might not 
recognize me during the festivities, 
because everyone’s in costume.” So 
how revealing a costume does 
Claude don? “Well, if you did rec¬ 
ognize me, I wouldn’t be embar¬ 
rassed.” B»t what if we threw beads 
at you to get you to lift up your 
shirt or blouse? “I’d be delighted.” 


Well, that’s enough of the hi- 
jinks of the well-read. The main 
reason for B.A.R.’s call is to discuss 
the newly revised edition of the 
modern reference classic, The Gay 
& Lesbian Literary Heritage: A 
Reader’s Companion to the Writers 
and Their Works from Antiquity to 
the Present (Routledge). The first 
edition arrived in 1995, and sud¬ 
denly the closet doors were thrown 
wide open on everyone from 
Samuel Butler to John Henry 
Mackay to Edith Sitwell. There were 
over 350 essays by experts on 
French Literature Before the 19th 
Century; Poetry: Gay Male; Roman 
Literature; Latina Literature; and 
Sports Literature: Lesbian. Over 
150 scholars contributed to the 
rather thorough tome. 

But since publishing continues to 
spout new works daily, and since gay 


and lesbian scholarship continues to 
unearth surprising facts about our 
past, a revised Literary Heritage was 
called for, and here it is. Several old 
entries have been updated, and there 
are over 30 new essays, including 
ones highlighting Jewelle Gomez, 
Christopher Bram, Jan Morris, Nor¬ 
wegian Literature, Rupert Brooke, 
Comedy of Manners, and 1909 
Nobel Prize winner Selma Lagerlof. 

So why the need for such a 
book in the first place? I asked, al¬ 
ready guessing the answer. 

“We’re always interested in the 
way in which people’s experience 
of homosexuality affects their writ¬ 
ing,” Summers replied. “They’re so 
often really intimately linked. Ob¬ 
viously, there are some writers for 
whom the issue of homosexuality 
is a burning issue, and it permeates 
everything they write very directly. 
You think of Whitman, Wilde, 
Dickinson, and so forth. 

“In other ways,” he continued in 
a breezy lecture style, “it’s much 
more oblique. In some ways, it may 
be difficult to see it at all. It’s those 
latter folks who mostly define 
themselves as ‘writers who are ho¬ 
mosexual,’ as opposed to being ‘ho¬ 
mosexual writers.’ I suppose no one 
really wants to be pigeon-holed, as 
though you can sum them up and 
say,‘Well, this a homosexual writer,’ 
as though there’s nothing else to say 
about them. I do have some sym¬ 
pathy for that point of view. 

“But most of us realize,” the 
good professor avowed, “that in 
our time (and this is not necessar¬ 
ily true for all times) and in our 
culture, being homosexual is such 
a controversial and political state 
that it cannot help but affect any¬ 
thing as cerebral as writing. Con¬ 
sequently, I am committed to the 
idea that literature is such a valu¬ 
able resource for all of us because 
it not only affects individual lives, 
it affects the lives of whole com¬ 
munities. So the gay and lesbian 
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literary heritage is really an im¬ 
portant thing which manifests it¬ 
self in so many different ways.” 

Taking a breath, he added, “We 
have to be alert to the fact we can’t 
assume that all gay and lesbian 
writers can be homogenized. On 
the other hand, I’m always ner¬ 
vous when people try to minimize 
homosexuality, because I think 
that becomes part of an attempt 
to keep gays and lesbians invisible, 
even today.” 

Of course, when you ask a 
throng of intellectuals to write 
about the queer aspects of litera¬ 
ture through the ages, there’s al¬ 
ways the chance they’ll find a 
butch or a queen under a rock 
where there isn’t any. 

“Well, that can always be a 
problem,” Summers acknowl¬ 
edges, “but you know, considering 
the amount of intellectual effort 
that has been used to deny gay¬ 
ness, if we err in the other direc¬ 
tion, it seems to me just a minor 
little correction. You know, when 
I went to graduate school, people 
were absolutely insisting there was 
nothing queer about Shakespeare. 
The sonnets. They argued you 
couldn’t read them for what they 
actually say. Or they insisted 
Whitman could never be gay. Nat¬ 
urally, our main interest is in ac¬ 
curacy, and in intelligent and 
thoughtful evaluation of the evi¬ 
dence. I certainly don’t want to 
encourage people to find things 



that aren’t really there.” 

Another problem Summers as 
editor faces is that the evaluation 
of certain authors changes over 
the years. The Edward Albee essay 
undervalues the man, while the 
one on David Leavitt ends, “He is 
one of the brightest stars of the 
gay literary world today.” 

Summers laughs heartily. “I’ll 
have to track down the author of 
that. That’s one of the things that 
happens when you’re writing about 
figures who are alive and actually 
writing. Most of my career I wrote 
about dead people, so I didn’t have 
to worry too much about their fu¬ 
ture output. But I don’t know of any 
book this big where you’re going to 
find anyone who agrees with every- 
. thing. I certainly don’t, and I would¬ 
n’t expect anyone else to.” 

As for Summers’ future, be¬ 
sides lying happily beside his 
honey who indexed this superb 
reference tool, he hopes to have a 
companion to the Literary Her¬ 
itage up on the Internet by the end 
of the year. T 


Bend over, boyfriend

The Ultimate Guide to Anal Sex for 
Men , by Bill Brent; Cleis Press,

R ecipient males are weak and se¬ 
cretly want to be women.” “Only 
perverts and sluts do ^“Noth¬ 
ing was meant to go in there ” These 
are just a few of the 12 myths that pro¬ 
lific San Francisco author and pub¬ 
lisher BiD Brent debunks in the open¬ 
ing chapter of his expansive guide to 
anal sex, just out from Cleis Press. 

It’s a big, big sexual world out there, and references to anal ac¬ 
tivity can evoke opinions from the euphoric to the repulsive. Brent 
knows this, and he dispels over 250 pages of important information 
on this subject hoping to ease even the tightest of sphincters by dis¬ 
missing the assertion that buttplay “is something that must be en¬ 
dured rather than enjoyed.” 

A thorough medical exploration at the beginning of the volume 
covers everything from the inner workings of the “pelvic floor” and 
the super-absorbent quality of anal tissue (why HIV is so easily 
transmitted via anus) to toys, fingers, fisting, diet recommenda¬ 
tions, “Kamikaze cleaning,” and douching techniques (“Sploosh!”) 

Brent doesn’t skimp on more serious matters of communica¬ 
tion with your partner when dealing with issues of safety, consent, 
emotional boundaries, and the use of safewords. There are risks 
and dangers (some obvious, some not) involved in various aspects 
of anal play, and these concerns are given appropriate attention, 
and are meticulously explained. 

If you’re a beginner to all things anal, Brent’s book will be a gold¬ 
mine of knowledge serving to demystify this sexual fancy that is 
often seen as dirty, painful, and forbidden. There are illustrations of 
sexual positions (utilizing both genders), drawings of a sampling of 
toys available for purchase, and even personal exercises at the end of 
every chapter to try at home. A thorough final section provides 
pages of resources for further research and exploration on your own. 

In the anatomy section, Brent extends his expertise to the female 
body, but only briefly, recommending that lesbians discover Black 
Books’ recently published companion volume, The Ultimate Guide 
to Anal Sex for Women, written by the dynamic Tristan Taormino. 

Brent has produced an immensely comprehensive, indispens¬ 
able guide to anal sex that will serve to instruct and inform novices 
and experts alike. This is mandatory reading for anyone at all in¬ 
terested in anal sex, and it will certainly take a lot of the guesswork 
and trepidation out of situations when your sexual partner unex¬ 
pectedly brandishes “a big, greasy dildo and rides you until your 
vision blurs.” Sound good? Then go get this book. T

The Voice of the Poet: Adrienne 
Rich; Random House/The Voice of 
the Poet series (64-minute CD 
and 64-page book), $19.95 

everal years ago, a group of 
researchers made national 
news headlines when they 
announced the discovery of a pre¬ 
viously unknown wax-cylinder 
recording of Walt Whitman read¬ 
ing one of his poems, “America .” 
It is the only known recording of 
the great American poet’s voice. In 
its report on the discovery, Na¬ 
tional Public Radio aired the brief, 
scratchy recording. One of the re¬ 
searchers remarked that several 
people had been moved to tears 
when he first played it for them. 
The emotional power of the spo¬ 
ken poem, especially when it 
comes from the mouth of the 
poet, is undeniable. Poetry has al¬ 
ways been written for the ear 
more than the eye, and it is always 
a privilege to hear the poet read 
his or her compositions in person. 

Recordings are, of course, the 
next best thing, and Random 
House’s The Voice of the Poet series 
is a welcome effort to make avail¬ 
able the recordings of some of 
America’s best poets. Sadly, Whit¬ 
man didn’t leave behind more 
recordings of his work, so there 
are no cylinders of “Song of My¬ 
self” and other Whitman favorites 
(at least, none that we know of). 
But The Voice of the Poet showcas¬ 
es an excellent group of poets, and 
Adrienne Rich is among them. 

Each package in the series 
comes with Compact disc con¬ 
taining about an hour’s worth of 
recordings, along with a small 
companion book containing the 
text of the poems on the disc and 
a brief commentary. Poet J.D. Mc¬ 
Clatchy penned the commentary 
for Rich, and for those unfamiliar 
with her work, he presents a brief 
but helpful introduction. One of 
the more intriguing elements of 
Rich’s biography is her early rise 
to poetic stardom. Her first book 
was published in 1951, while she 
was still an undergraduate, as part 
of the Yale Younger Poets series, 
and it was selected and introduced 
by none other than W.H. Auden, 
one of Rich’s early poetic inspira¬ 
tions. McClatchy traces the devel¬ 
opment of Rich’s career and sets 


her within the context of her 
times (the turbulence of the 1960s 
marked her profoundly). In so 
doing, McClatchy uses ample 
quotations from Rich’s writings 
and interviews. 

Early warnings 

Even in their text form, as read 
poems, Rich’s work is powerful. 
One can’t help but be impressed 
by the technical sophistication of 
early poems like “Storm Warn¬ 
ings.” The progress that leads to 
Rich’s later work, such as .the now 
nearly iconic poem, “Diving Into 
the Wreck,” is equally awe-inspir¬ 
ing. But the experience of hearing 
Rich read her work (and this is 
true of just about any poet) adds 
an intimacy and depth that is in¬ 
valuable. It’s particularly moving 
to listen to the very young Rich 
read “Storm Warnings,” a poem 
from her first collection, and then 
skip ahead to one of her recent 
poems, “Fox,” which was written 
in 1998. They are the same poet, 
but they are not the same poet. 
The “experience” of the Rich read¬ 
ing “Fox” contrasts nicely with the 
“innocence” of the student Rich. 

One of the admirable qualities 
of Rich’s career is that her work, at 
least after her first two collections 
(A Change of World and The Dia¬ 


mond Cutters), has always been in¬ 
formed by the events of the world 
around her. One could say her 
poems are “political,” but the term 
does not do justice to the vitality 
of Rich’s connection to her time. 
Much has been said about Rich’s 
genesis as a feminist poet and of 
her notable, beautiful lesbian love 
poems. But Rich’s poetry is more 
than an addressing of issues; it is 
about living with, and through, 
them. These qualities are well rep¬ 
resented in The Voice of the Poet 
collection. 

Like Whitman, who helped 
tend to wounded soldiers during 
the Civil War, Rich has lived a life 
as a writer of conscience. In addi¬ 
tion to her poetry, she has written 
prose and social commentary. She 
has taught underprivileged chil¬ 
dren. In 1997, she turned down the 
National Medal for the Arts, and in 
so doing told President Clinton 
that accepting it would be “hypo¬ 
critical” in the face of “the radical 
disparities of wealth and power in 
America.” It seems more than fit¬ 
ting, then, that Rich’s life-work 
should be given such an attractive 
and important showcase. The Voice 
of the Poet series is a courageous, 
valuable publishing initiative, and 
the inclusion of Rich’s work in it is 
a welcome move. ▼

H ow do you measure Gay Pride? Its power, poetry, song, and 
spirituality? How it affects not only those of us who dwell in 
this grand Gay capital, but the masses beyond these isolated 
peninsula shores, to the far reaches of the globe? How is our col- 
1 • l<?ctiv£ spirit; ko intensely concentrated during.Pride Weekend, af- ^ 
fecting the larger universe? 

A sage whispers in my ear: We’re changing the planet, for good, 
and none too soon. Our Pride, with all its multitudinous forms 
densely concentrated into a mass of hopes and dreams, is a force ca¬ 
pable of shaping human destiny, something we’re only now begin¬ 
ning to comprehend, much less guide wisely. All of us — ques¬ 
tioning, transgender, gay and lesbian — are deeply concerned about 
Destiny, since it seems not so far off anymore. We have to wonder 
where we’re going not just as as participants in a movement, or res¬ 
idents of a city, or citizens of a nation, but as members of a species. 
Fate has been looking iffy lately, and Prozac more attractive than 
ever, so why don’t we just shrug and go belly up to the bar? Do you 
ever wonder why so many queens dance on ecstasy? It’s not to reach 
accord with the Republicans by suddenly making them feel all lovey 
dovey. It’s more like trying to find a safe place in the wilderness 
where ordinary cares can be shed, allowing for revelations to seep 
in. The problem is, in that ecstatic rush of intoxicating compassion 
and brotherly/sisterly love, a lot of guys lose contact with some¬ 
thing basic. All the dancing and hugging in the world won’t win us 
peace here and now if it doesn’t have a direction, and a solid foun¬ 
dation. FoT flighty love to work earthly miracles, it needs commu¬ 
nity support and guidance, which means everyone in the commu¬ 
nity looks out for and respects everyone else, not just those with 
similar hair cuts and cars. 

The way of savoring the heights of gay love, or any love, is the 
way of savoring a fine wine — knowing it intimately, breathing it 
in with complete clarity, pausing to reflect on its aroma, remem¬ 
bering where it comes from — the kegs, the vines, the earth. What 
makes a peaceful bouquet? A cornucopia of Pride mixed with 
sweat, tears, and soiL 

Imagine. Peace. Last year at this time I dared to imagine peace 
was at hand, but in the yin/yang way of the world, my illusion was 
soon to be shattered. Global turmoil has reached proportions my 
boomer generation always feared, though never really expected to 
have to witness and bear. But why sweat the End of the World? My 
parents went through hell and back with the Great Depression and 
World War II, and somehow kept dignity intact. Can’t I do as well? 

As a boy, I imagined peace my whole life. I don’t know why. My 
family fought. It was a blue-collar household in the old Southwest. 
My dad was a liquor salesman, and my mom the prettiest nurse in 
territory. Dad was always jealous. Imagine. Not peace. 

Love, respect, dignity — these are qualities Arthur Anderson 
couldn’t balance in a ledger book even if they tried honestly. Why 
then am I always wanting to save the whole cruel world, and not 
just my own sorry ass? 

Because I’m gay! There’s just something about it, when your 
focus is not on conceiving new life, but on nurturing the life that 
already exists, you discover inwardly what’s needed to help the 
species survive outwardly. Maybe it’s in the genetics of being gay. I 
can’t allege it with any scientific certainty, but I feel it It’s a poet 
thing. To contemplate peace is poetry, and no one is in a better po¬ 
sition to do the task than queers, who are forever thinking outside 
and all around boxes. Maybe we were born to be peacemakers.▼

HJI If ^ at I s N°t to Love?, the 
lyWyt title of Imperial Teen’s 
mm second album, sums up 
the listening experience of their 
third album On (Merge). Brim¬ 
ming with giddy and gay pop 
tunes with a rocking edge, the 
quartet is undoubtedly “on,” as 
this disc contains 12 of their most 
accessible and memorable num¬ 
bers, and could easily provide 
them with the commercial success 
they so justly deserve. Drummer 
and percussionist Lynn Perko de¬ 
serves a lot of credit for this be¬ 
cause it is her beat maintenance 
on songs such as “Ivanka,” “Baby,” 
and “Teacher’s Pet” that drives 
many of these songs. 

Roddy Bottum, the most rec¬ 
ognizable member of the group 
due to his one-time membership 
in the band Faith No More, is one 
of two openly gay members and 
two men in Imperial Teen. He and 
his fellow Imperial Teen-agers 
(Will Schwartz, Jone Stebbins, and 
Perko) are traveling on a summer 
tour, but he took some time out to 
talk about the band, the new 
album, and his former hometown, 
San Francisco. 

Gregg Shapiro: After living in SF 
for many years, you've relocated 
to LA. What do you miss the most 
about SF? 

Roddy Bottum: The commu¬ 
nity. It’s a really open-minded, 
tight-knit community that’s real¬ 
ly a rare^American experience. 
There’s nowhere like it that I’ve 
found anywhere in America. 
Being there as long as I was, I 
think I really started to take what 
San Francisco is for granted. 
There are certain things that just 
don’t come up that come up in 
other cities, like racial slurs or ho¬ 
mophobia or narrow-mindedness 
that you forget is really prevalent 
in America. In cities like LA, it’s 
pretty prevalent. 

What do you miss the least? 

It is kind of a small city. Busi¬ 
ness-wise, it’s got its limitations, as 
far as that goes. There’s a lot more 
business opportunities in a place 
like LA. I really don’t not miss 
much about San Francisco. I like 
it a lot there. Besides the whole 
computer generation that popped 


we didn’t have otherwise. I think 
we still try and do that. We see 
things differently if we approach 
things in a different way. 

The plinky piano on "Our Time" 
contributes to the song's celebra¬ 
tory mood, and the lyrics are also 
joyful. What was the inspiration? 

That was one of the first songs 
we wrote for the new record, and I 
think it happened around the 
time where we were moving away 
from our old label, and in that way 
it was celebratory. Weird things 
were happening in SF at that time, 
like the dot-com thing was out of 
control. It was taking over SF. Will 
and I decided to move. A lot of 
things were changing in the life of 
the band, and it was celebratory in 
the way of new beginnings. 

The jaunty "City Song" con¬ 
tains the lines, "Go to an 
ashram/Go back to school/Let's go 
undercover where we can be safe 
from society's rules." Do you feel 
being in a band keeps you out of 
reach of society's rules? 

I don’t know. For me, it’s more 
of a mind-set. I’ve always been an 
artist, and I think my mind-set 
will always be that I’m safe from 
society’s rules to a certain extent 
— rules that are followed by the 
norm. I don’t know how much 
being an artist has to do with that. 
I feel like rules are meant to avoid 
and be broken, especially society’s 
norm rules. T

up in the last 10 years, SF does 
have a reputation of having the 
slacker mentality.

T he Symphony’s recent Russ¬ 
ian Festival only underscores 
what regular concertgoers 
have known for more than a 
decade: with the fall of the Soviet 
Union, Russian musicians have all 
but taken over the music world. It 
has turned out to be a Warm War, 
sometimes even a hot one, but 


everyone’s coming out a winner. 

The latest of the Russian piano 
phenoms (somehow, we’ve always 
had those, even in the bad old 
Cold War days), Arcadi Volodos, 
made such a blazing entrance a 
few years back that he’s devoted 
most of his artistic efforts since to 
proving to the world that he’s 
more than a digital wizard. I’ve 
never seen any reason to doubt his 
musicianship, which seems, like 


the pianist himself, sufficiently 
well-rounded. But the harder he 
tries to prove it, the less he suc¬ 
ceeds — or so it seems in his wan 
new Sony recording of Schubert’s 
great G Major Sonata, the unfin¬ 
ished E-Major Sonata and Liszt’s 
transcription of Schubert’s “Der 
Muller und der Bach.” 

If scale were the issue (but un¬ 
fortunately, it’s not), Volodos’ G 
Major Sonata would be one for the 
ages. The sonata’s occasionally 
sprawling architecture has seldom 
emerged in better balance; tempo 
and rhythmic proportions seem 


nearly ideal; dynamics are carefully 
graduated; and the tone through¬ 
out is both uniform and surpass¬ 
ingly beautiful. But no amount of 
lush playing can compensate for 
the sheer lack of point of view, say 
nothing of drama, in Volodos’ read¬ 
ing, which turns this G Major into 
a glucose-tolerance test. 

Volodos saturates his reading 
with sonorities that occasionally 
ache for a moment or two, but 
never test the listener’s pain 
threshold. It’s candied playing cal¬ 
culated not to leave a dry seat in

mixture of sweetness and 
strength by Liu Ye, from the Chi¬ 
nese Youth Arts Theatre). 

At first, Handong is happy 
merely to snatch Lan Yu from the 
clutches of a business rival. Pay¬ 
ing the struggling student for sex, 
and showering him with gifts 
(new clothes for sexier undress¬ 
ing) seem to inoculate the older 
man from the virus of love. But 
one night, Lan Yu shows up at the 
flat unannounced, and catches 
Handong playing with another, 
hunkier boy. A fight ensues, and 
they part, only to meet again on 
June 4, 1989, the night of the 
Tiananmen Square massacre. 

Due to his political connec¬ 
tions, Handong is warned of the 
pending bloodbath and the dan¬ 
ger it presents to Lan Yu. Later, as 
Lan Yu lies sobbing in Handong’s 
arms, his tears, shed for the death 
of fellow students and the fledg¬ 
ling democracy movement, also 
seal his love for Handong. That 
love will be tested by their cul¬ 
ture’s demand that even gay men 
marry, and by their respective 
roles in the juggernaut of the new 
economy. Lan Yu, a struggling ar¬ 
chitecture student, winds up on 
the front line in the dangerous 
construction industry, while 
Handong greases the wheels of 
commerce with loans and bribes, 
marking him as a potential 
scapegoat for Communist Party 
bosses. 

Too much sex? 

The Web novel from which 
Lan Yu was adapted, Beijing Story, 
was pioneering, first as a frank 
depiction of gay life in China’s 
capital, and later as a model for 
distributing fiction whose |liept*£§ 
might be frowned on by the gov¬ 
ernment. At first the text of th'e 
widely popular story seemed too 
explicitly sexual to be suitable for 
a film. Zhang Yongning, Lan Yus 
Chinese-born, British-educated 
producer, says he was tipped off 
to the book’s existence by a 
Shanghai friend. “I read the first 
eight pages and I thought, ‘Oh, 
no, it’s too much sex. I’m not 
going to read this kind of thing.’ 
Next day, my friend asked me if I 
finished the book. He said, 
‘You’ve got to read it.’ So I read it 
twice, all night. I was just in tears, 

I was so moved by it, for the next 
two days I couldn’t work, I was 
walking up and down by the 
river. I was moved because the 
men’s relationship reminds me of 
my own experience, quite similar 
to Handong’s character. As I 
walked the river, my mind was 
flooded with images that I felt 
would be good for a film. I saw 
Stanley Kwan in Hong Kong, and 
as soon as he agreed to direct the 
film, it was halfway done.” 

Both men realized that Lan Yu 
would never get the blessing of 
the Chinese government, and 
would have to be shot “indepen¬ 
dently,” meaning illegally, a small 
crew filming at anonymous loca¬ 
tions, and avoiding material sen¬ 
sitive to persons still in power. 
Kwan felt that not only should 
Lan Yu be filmed in Beijing, but 
that the story needed to refer to 
both Tiananmen and the 1996 
anti-corruption campaign by the 
Chinese government. Handong’s 
character faces execution for 
“economic crimes,” only to be 
rescued by Lan Yu. Much of the 
film’s pleasure lies in the con¬ 
stantly shifting balance of power 
between the older and younger 
man. 

“[Those events] represent 
some [tremendous] changes in 
Mainland China,” Kwan said, 
“but somehow the writer [Hong 


Kong-born Jimmy Ngai] and I 
agree that June 4th operates in 
the story not only as a back¬ 
ground, but also represents the 
moment that Chen Handong 
commits to Lan Yu, about their 
love, about their relationship.” 

Men bonding 

Kwan’s own life and career un¬ 
derwent some tremendous 
changes when his work on two 
pathfinding documentaries 
about Chinese society prompted 
him to out himself in a very pub¬ 
lic fashion. In Yang + Yin: Gender 
in Chinese Cinema, Kwan set out 
to examine the rich and complex 
history of male bonding, gender¬ 
bending and crossdressing in dif¬ 
ferent genres of Chinese film, es¬ 
pecially the thousands of Kung 
Fu action movies, “always with 
two male leads. One can die for 
the other one, and suffer a lot for 
the other one. The male bonding, 
it was very fascinating for me 
when I was a kid.” 

At 13, Kwan had suffered the 
death of his father, and felt the re¬ 
pressive influence of life at a 
Christian middle school. “So fa¬ 
ther figure, male bonding, homo¬ 
eroticism, and gender almost fin¬ 
ished that project. All of a sudden 
one day I thought, ‘The audience 
will ask why you choose this par¬

ticular angle to reveal Chinese 
cinema’. So I talked to my moth¬ 
er, who said I should just let au¬ 
diences know that I’m gay.” 

In 1997, Kwan marked the re¬ 


turn of his beloved Hong Kong to 
Chinese rule with a film that 
viewed the subject through a spe¬ 
cial gay lens, Personal Memoir of 
Hong Kong: Still Love You After All 


These. Kwan adds that coming 
out has been a mixed blessing ca- 
reerwise. On the one hand, he’s 
received plenty of support from 
colleagues in the Hong Kong film 
industry; on the other hand, fol¬ 
lowing a recent Hong Kong film 
awards ceremony in which Lan 
Yu received 11 nominations but 
no awards, a local critic wrote, 
“See Stanley Kwan, before he 
came out, [his earlier films] Red 
Rose, White Rose and Rouge got 
many awards, but after that, see 
he got nothing.” 

Judging by the extraordinary 
intimacy achieved by the men in 
Lan Yu, Kwan has no plans to re¬ 
turn to the closet. After the early 
scene of toweling up evidence of 
their sex, Handong teaches Lan 
Yu to kiss. Then there’s a brilliant 
and eerie montage of youths bik¬ 
ing through the darkness of June 
4, representing the terrible veloc¬ 
ity of violence and the stifling si¬ 
lence that would follow at 
Tiananmen. There’s also a 
pitched verbal battle of the cou¬ 
ple in their trophy love-palace, 
symbolic of the New Chinese 
Economic Order, and the unset¬ 
tling waves of change it has un¬ 
leashed. Kwan has confirmed his 
place leading an army of lovers at 
work in one of the world’s most 
influential national cinemas. ▼

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Muscle with a twist

hen the slogan on the 

| box of Straight Body¬ 
builders Do says, “Less 
Sets. Less Reps. More Cock,” it’s 
really Truth in Packaging. In Blue 
Blake’s fifth movie there are less 
sets, costumes and especially plot 
to get in the way; less repetitious 
references to fags getting it from a 
real man; and certainly, because of 
the extra time provided by these 
improvements, More Cock. 
There’s also a lot more muscle. 

Straight Bodybuilders Do shows 
such stylistic improvement over 
Blake’s previous movies that it’s a 
little hard to believe he made this 
one unaided, although he’s listed 
as the writer and director. He’s al¬ 
most totally ditched the distress¬ 
ingly homophobic plots and dia¬ 
logue that positioned hetero¬ 
sexual guys as more mascu¬ 
line and desirable than gay 
ones. Perhaps because 
he’s not forcing his per¬ 
formers into a straight- 
jacket of his own design, 
the sex is better, too. 

This is evident from 
the open¬ 
ing credits, 
which are 
accompa¬ 
nied by a stylish multilayered 
montage of things to cum. But 
first — and this is novel — before 
the action, there’s actually some 
foreplay. And it’s surprisingly in¬ 
decent. Box coverboy Rico Duke 
and smutty colt Jeremy Jordan sit 
opposite each other in plushly 
padded leather chairs. Urged on 
hy; D»ke> Jordaaas is fmgeringTiis 
hole shamelessly, totally given to 
licentious self-pleasuring. This 
turns on Duke, who soon orders 
Jordan to work a wide-bodied 
dildo up his ass, which Jordan 
does with his legs spread broadly 
across the arms of the chair. Here’s 
maximum visibility coupled with 
maximum nastiness. When it 
comes to porn, that’s the gold 
standard. 

Jordan’s a sharp and lean jaguar 



of a kid, with a sweet boy’s ass and 
a cock so snappy it hurts. A sensa¬ 
tion on a dildo, he’s just as nasty 
when sucking Duke, burying his 
face in the Grand 
Canyon between 
Duke’s monstrous ass 
cheeks, or getting 
fucked. Duke reverts 
r to an old-line Blake- 
ism when he growls, 
“I’m gonna make you 
my bitch,” but it’s so mo¬ 
mentary, 
and the 
fuck he 
delivers is 
so hungrily received, that I let it 
slip. Hardly a bitch, Jordan is a top 
man’s Holy Grail. 

Bulges above & below 

Next up is Sergei Moscow, 
who’s got cornsilk blonde hair, the 
chiseled features of the model in a 
men’s fragrance ad, and a godlike 
body. It’s impressively broad at the 
shoulder, with winglike lats taper¬ 
ing to a breathtakingly narrow 
waist. And at the end of his beau¬ 
tiful posing routine — his pecs are 
swollen wonders, and his buttocks 
worshipful sculpture — he reveals 
a coup de grace of a cock, its 
bulging head in perfect symmetry 
with all the other bulges. Here’s 
one bodybuilder who belies the 
myth that they all have small 
cocks. Now, the thing about solos 


is that if you aren’t immediately 
smitten with the guy, you don’t 
even wanna wait around to see if 
he’s much of a performer. Sergei’s 
not merely a smiter, he’s a show- 
off, and lovers of fine cock every¬ 
where will appreciate this memo¬ 
rable contribution to the solo 
repertoire. 

Another impressive solo marks 
the debut of Brad Rock, a husky 
pugilist with that Irish look that’s 
so striking: milk-white skin and 
shiny black hair, cropped close. 
Rock’s a real bull, with yet anoth¬ 
er five-star boner, broader and 
straighter and so granitic the boy 
wrestles it with both hands. Pre¬ 
ceding this, we saw husky all- 
American Jason Hawke topped by 
bad boy Rhett O’Hara. Hawke 
whispers to him, “You got a great 
dick,” and we see a solid, chunky 
number, set off by the crescent of 
one of those strange abdominal 
tattoos that spell an undecipher¬ 
able message in Gothic script. 
O’Hara returns later, to top mus¬ 
cle-boy Duke Miller, who com¬ 
mands, “Fuck that bodybuilder 
ass!” Now that’s the kind of dirty 
talk I like. 

It’s about as amusing as the 
line Rico Dulce lays down before 
his encore in the movie’s finale. 
“I’m 100% straight,” he tells us, 
“but once in a while I twist and 
like to take a guy.” That doesn’t 
sound so 100% to me. Fortunate¬ 
ly, he’s paired with Jason Hawke, 
who’s 100% gay, but every once in 
a while twists and does a straight 
guy. How swell for them both. It’s 
hard for this movie to end as 
strongly as it began, but fans of 
muscle-guy make-outs* will enjoy 
Straight Bodybuilders Do without 
it even mattering who’s straight or 
not. Throughout, the softly dif¬ 
fused lighting has flattered the 
complexions and skin quality of 
the performers, as the videogra- 
phy and editing has flattered their 
performances. And to think I’d al¬ 
most written Blue Blake off. ▼

tive-lifestyle crowd in the 21st 
century, and the Internet has 
played no small part. Both Queer 
Duck and The House of Morecock 
began as animated shorts to be 
viewed on your home computer; 
success there brought new life 
with new material in other for¬ 
mats. Duck now airs after Queer as 
Folk on Showtime, while Morecock 
can be purchased on E)VD. Both 
boundary-breakers still maintain 
an interactive Web presence, at 
www.sho.com/queerduck, and 
www.thehouseofmorecock.com. 

The brainchild of Reiss, a four¬ 
time Emmy winner for his work on 
The Simpsons, Queer Duck follows 
the antics of the eponymous wa¬ 
terfowl and his fey compatriots, 
such as butch boyfriend Openly 
Gator and Paul Lynde-soundalike 
Bi-Polar Bear. Collaborating with 
animator Xeth Feinberg, Reiss has 
created a comical series of 20 
shorts; 10 more episodes seem like¬ 
ly, and Reiss has even plotted out a 
potential feature-length movie. 

The Queer Duck hallmarks in¬ 
clude a vintage visual style, a 
theme song that recalls Magilla 
Gorilla, and an irreverent attitude 
that would make Smithers blush. 
You ain’t seen nothing till you’ve 
seen Episode #18, “Bi-Polar Bear 
and the Glorious Hole,” which 
pays homage to “Winnie-the- 
Pooh and the Honey Tree” in X- 
rated reverse. 

Meanwhile, beyond even the 
expanded constraints of cable TV, 
artist Joe Phillips whipped up The 
House of Morecock, in which our 
lithe protagonist, Jonas Morecock, 


starts each episode sleuthing for 
the paranormal Bigfoot — but 
finds (and fucks) a big Paul Bun- 
yan instead. “All the other gay 
[cartoon] characters keep their 
pants on,” Phillips laughs. 
“They’re mainstream, so they 
can’t go as crazy as Jonas.” 

Despite some less-than- 
smooth animation, Morecock won 
the 2001 Adult Video News award 
for Best Alternative Video; still, 
you wouldn’t exactly call it porn. 
There’s a sense of humor to it, and 
a willingness not to focus exclu¬ 
sively on sex. Hence the Little Mer¬ 
maid send-up, complete with a 
musical number (“I couldn’t re¬ 
sist,” Phillips laughs), and the 
“documentary” about Jonas’ pre¬ 
porn career, which winks at one of 
Phillips’ obvious influences, Scoo- 
by-Doo. 

“I wanted to do something 
fun,” says Phillips, who’s develop¬ 
ing a new animated sex hound, 
Ace Rockhard. (He and Jonas 
should have a blast shtupping 
their way through Toon Town.) “I 
grew up with the Flintstones and 
Bugs Bunny, so my humor has al¬ 
ways been real slapsticky — sight 
gags and funny sounds, and things 
like that.” 

Judging by their feedback, fans 
appreciate the union of the ani¬ 
mated art form with an unapolo- 
getic, adult GLBT sense of humor. 
“There’s a no-rules, freewheeling 
attitude that underlies almost all 
cartoons,” says Reiss. “Anything 
goes. You certainly see it on The 
Simpsons, and I use it on Queer 
Duck. When a cartoon is so cute, 
you can get away with so much 
more. Everything looks much less 
offensive when it’s said and done 
by cute cartoon characters.” ▼

the house. But this isn’t funda¬ 
mentally “pretty” music. Ap¬ 
proached on its own terms, it’s 
pretty hard music to take. 

Breakdown place 

You don’t have to go as far as 
Mitsuko Uchida’s nervous break¬ 
down in G Major to see what else 
the sonata holds — but why not 
look there? Uchida’s ongoing 
Schubert cycle for Philips has been 
one of the true musical revelations 
of the last decade, and her G 
Major is among its more harrow¬ 
ing glories. Her probing interpre¬ 
tation is coiled around enough 
tension to carry a piece twice as 
long, and everything is “in its 
place” in an infinitely more dis¬ 
turbing, but ultimately more 
meaningful way. 

When Uchida articulates a 
score, there’s always the sense, at 
least at the moment (which in 
music is all there is, remember), 
that there’s no other way it could 
sound or be played. Every note 
and rest seem to imply, then sup¬ 
ply, what follows with the in¬ 
evitability of death itself, which in 
fact informs this tragic master¬ 
piece. If you did the math, Uchi¬ 
da’s G Major would probably be as 
metrically “balanced” as Volodos’ 
— not because it ticks like a Swiss 
watch, but rather because of her 
mastery of the music’s deeper 
rhythmic pulses, their surface 
fluctuations and the almost un¬ 
bearably suspenseful, pregnant si¬ 
lences. Its sterner beauties yield 
raptures Volodos’ well-meaning 
Valentine doesn’t even hint at. 

The latest (and penultimate) 
volume of Uchida’s Schubert pro¬ 
ject, like Volodos’ CD, pairs mature 
Schubert (the six Moments Musi- 
caux ) with an earlier (though not 
juvenile) sonata, the E-flat Major, 
D. 568. There the comparison 
ends. Uchida’s accounts of.both 


works reward repeat listenings; 
and a few spins of her E-flat sonata 
made clear why she has included it 
among the keepers. (She’s not 
recording the complete Schubert 
piano works.) She doesn’t just lend 
this middle-period sonata stature; 
she painstakingly mines and re¬ 
veals its riches. Her Moments Mu- 
sicaux are marvels of musical 
miniaturism, each one fully, 
deeply, individually characterized. 

I’ve sometimes thought that 
Schubert’s really early sonatas an¬ 
swer the question whether Schu¬ 
bert was gay with a ringing affir¬ 
mative. Volodos’ almost excessive¬ 
ly precious version of the E Major 
only adds weight to the argument. 
The pianist is truly in his element 
only in the Liszt, transcriptions 
being among his demonstrated 
strengths. 

The Russian music CD not to 
miss is the pairing of Giya Kanche- 
li’s Styx and Sophia Gubaidulina’s 
Viola Concerto in DG’s invaluable 
20/21 series. Both works were writ¬ 
ten for and are performed by the 
incomparable Russian violist Yuri 
Bashmet. Sfyxis the more disturb¬ 
ing of these two brooding compo¬ 
sitions, addressing nothing less 
than the transition from life to 
death (across the river Styx) 
through the haunting “voice” of 
Bashmet’s viola — and a potently 
deployed chorus in addition to full 
orchestra. The highly involving 
piece proves ultimately uplifting. 
Gubaidulina’s characteristically 
mystical concerto exploits the full 
range of the viola’s capabilities, but, 
like a latter-day offspring of Berg’s 
Violin Concerto, hews to the oth¬ 
erworldly and becomes similarly 
transporting. The tireless Valery 
Gergiev leads his Mariinsky The¬ 
atre Orchestra in what is arguably 
his deepest and most authoritative 
conducting on disc to date. 

These are incontestably impor¬ 
tant new pieces that MTT has the 
guts, chops, and forces to perform. 
Maybe at the next Russian Festi¬ 
val. ▼
